[Excerpt] The pope has plunged into the African situation for the second 
time: poverty, incompetence, corruption and foreign intervention. This 
is the drama of 400 million people who are scarcely surviving on one of 
the biggest reserves of natural wealth in the world. The pontiff offered 
his understanding and love to enthusiastic crowds. He warned them against 
the main enemy of freedom and human dignity without mentioning its name. 
But everybody knows what that means for a Pole. 


It is clear that Soviet communism now has three objectives in Africa. From 
Angola and Ethiopia, its two main conquests, the USSR aims to destabilize: 
the Horn of Africa; the center of the continent, with Chad and the Central 
African Republic; southern Africa, which is particularly rich in strategic 
minerals. 


General Siad Barre, a historical African chief, who received me in Mogadishu, 
has no illusions. Africa is strangled, destabilized and recolonized. He 

is particularly aware of that since it was he who carried out a revolution 
here and established a democratic people's republic on the Soviet model. 
Then, realizing that he was going to be devoured by his protector--after 

the Egyptian As-Sadat and the Sudanese Numayri--Somalia in turn kicked out 
the invader. 


Somalia then experienced a terrible war--the first conventional war in 
Africa. Hundreds of thousands of people were killed and hundreds of 
thousands became refugees. A regular cffensive was launched by 20,000 
Cuban soldiers, 5,000 Russians, and equal number of East Germans, Bulgarians 
and Czechoslovaks and 3,000 South Yemenis, airlifted in from Aden, amid 
complete Western indifference (more than 1.5 million Eastern bloc soldiers 
and "advisers" are implanted throughout Africa). The small Somali army, 
the Ogaden and Eritrea guerrillas, who had initially pushed Addis Ababa's 
tattered troops from their positions, were forced to fall back under the 
staggering blows of the modern Attila's sophisticated weapons. The red 
army's giant helicopters even transported heavy tanks behind the Somali 
lines. The massacre was terrible, at a time when Americans and Europeans 
were calmly taking their vacations. 








Siad Barre answered my questions in Italian on a veranda full of wild 
canaries: 


[Answer] The Eastern Bloc is taking the upper hand because it is acting. 


The Western Bloc makes do with fine words. The USSR is stepping up its acts 


of aggression with impunity. The whole world is in danger. The imbalance 
between the blocs will necessarily lead to World War III. I hope that you 
will eventually understand. I also hope that French troops will remain in 
Djibouti and will be strong enough to face the common enemy. 


[Question] Is the Russian base at Socotra really a threat? 
[Answer] Yes, to everybody. It controls the oil route. [answer ends] 


Indeed, the Russians are doing considerable work there after deporting the 
whole population of those islands. But above all they are building a new 
and powerful military base at (Tchah-bahar) in southern Iran, near the 
Pakistani border, 400 km from Afghanistan, with Khomeyni's agreement. That 
is Russian's first thrust toward warm water, completing the encirclement 

of the Gulf--the czars' great dream. 


[Question] Do you think Ethiopia intends to attack you again? 


[Answer] Ethiopia alone is incapable of doing so. But if Moscow decides 
to... [answer ends] 


While we were speaking and while the pope was offering his heart to the 
Africans, four MiG aircraft with Ethiopian insignia but piloted by Russians 
attacked the border village of Bohotleh with rockets and napalm. The 
previous day a Cuban commando group had penetrated Somali territory to 

raze a farm to the ground and slaughter the livestock. This small-scale 
harrassment is carried out week after week to frighten and demoralize the 
population. 


[Question] Mengistu is said to be hard pressed, and young people are said 
to be throwing stones at the Russians. 


[Answer] The Ethiopian people are not happy, that is certain. But the 
young are not throwing stones at the occupiers. They would be shot imme- 


diately. 


[Question] Is it true that the Soviets are plundering all the mines and 
taking a large share of agricultural production? 


[Answer] There is no doubt about that, but you businessmen in Addis Ababa 
know that better than I. 


[Question] Is Mengistu a fanatic? Is he clever? 


[Answer] He is the Russians" siave more than anything. Can a clever man 
agree to be a slave, can he be a bloody oppressor? 














[Question] How are you coping with the burden of 1.5 million refugees? 


[Answer] There are not 1.5 million but 2.5 million refugees in a country 
with a population of 3.6 million. They keep arriving every day. It is 
an enormous task to feed them, provide health care, house, clothe and 
educate them and provide them with work. [answer ends] 


Somalia, with its 3,000 km of coastline passed by 90 percent of the oil 
tankers which supply the West, is in an important strategic position for 
the Free World. In addition it has gas, minerals, fish, two harvests per 
year, 50 million head of cattle, and oil has just been found... All it 
needs is finance and tools--more than ready-made factories and microproces- 
sors. This is the black continent's whole problem: a fantastic reserve 

of natural wealth still unexploited. However, since decolonization, 
poverty and chaos have been on the increase, facilitating Soviet penetra- 
tion. Out of 50 states, of which 17 are French-speaking, there is not a 
single democracy in the sense we give to that word. We are probably making 
the mistake of wanting to import our political concept of the world into 

a continent in which the tribal situation predominates. In 30 years of 
independence the killing has become general: millions of people have been 
killed, there have been vast genocides, there are 10 million refugees, 
whole populations displaced by war's guerrilla movements, score-settling 
and natural disasters. Some 3,000 tribes are tearing each other apart. 
There have been more than 100 coups d'etat, when one tyrant or dictator 
replaces another. There are few enlightened heads of state. 


Mr (Pandalet Hozi Okito), chairman of the Socialist Party of the Central 
African Republic, is categorical. Another coup d'etat is being plotted 

in Bangui. Mercenaries are expected to land. The Central African Socialist 
Party leader revealed to me that infiltration is now taking place from Libya. 
The people involved are terrorists recruited from the 400 men whom Bokassa 
sent for spells in al-Qadhdhafi's training camps. Several of them have 
already been arrested. In Chad too there is total confusion. The OAU has 
administered a haughty snub to France and its present protege Goukouni 
Oueddei, president of the "National Unity Transition Government [GUNT]." 

The OAU standing committee now deems the GUNT leader no longer to represent 
anybody but himself and a handful of supporters. So Hissein Habre and his 
40,000 northern armed forces warriors are swooping toward Ndjamena, the 
capital, now supported by Nigeria, the "giant of Africa" (80 million inhabi- 
tants), after seizing tons of heavy weapons abandoned in Abeche by the 
Libyans and Russinas in their "strategic withdrawal." Hissein Habre is 

once again becoming the strong man of Chad. 


"There is no doubt that Moscow wants to control southern Africa too," the 
Namibian prime minister told me. Dirk Mudge added: '"Nujoma and his South 
West Africa People's Organization are certainly tools of communism (financed 
by the USSR and many Western organizations, even religious ones--LE FIGARO 
note). That is why the Russians do not want the white sand blacks to unite.’ 
Moreover the apartheid problem, which does not exist in Namibia, does iot 
interest the Kremlin. Nobody is more racist than the Russians. Moscow 

only wants southern Africa's raw materials.

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MAPUTO CONFERENCE POOLS IDEAS AGAINST IMPERIALISTS

[Text] Luanda, 12 Mar (ANGOP)--The extremely dangerous situation prevailing 
in the southern part of the African continent created by the constant acts 
of aggression by the racist South Africans against the independent states 
of the region has once again been the subject of discussion by the heads 

of state and government of the Frontline countries who met on 6 and 7 March 
in Maputo. 


The deliberations of this summit focused mainly on the Namibian issue, more 
particularly, on the development of the independence process of that terri- 
tory which is illegally occupied by South Africa. 


The meeting, which was attended by the presidents of Tanzania, Zambia, 
Angola, Mozambique, Botswana and the prime minister of Zimbabwe, was held 
at a time when international imperialism is seeking, at all costs, to 
reverse the situation in its favor by giving various forms of support to 
the South African racists so that they can continue their bellicose actions 
against the Frontline countries, more especially, the People's Republic of 
Angola. 


In view of the arrogance of the reactionary Pretoria regime, the heads of 
state and government of the Frontline countries decided to coordinate their 
defense action more closely in order to prevent the South African regime 
from pursuing its military actions and economic sabotage against the free 
and independent states of the region and to compel it to withdraw its 
occupation troops from the People's Republic of Angola. 


In fact, the South African troops stationed in Namibia stubbornly insist on 
extending their occupation to some areas of the sovereign territory of the 
People's Republic of Angola with the assistance of mercenaries and financial 
aid from the United States in order to put themselves in a position of 
military strength which could constitute for their patrons (Pretoria and 
Washington) a certain degree of supremacy at the diplomatic level. 








The only road leading to a solution of the Namibian question has already 
been defined some time ago. It may be summed up as being the application 
of UN Security Council Resolution 435-78 with all the necessary mechanisms 
accepted by the international community for its full implementation and 
with the main objective of granting independence to the Namibian people. 


In this vein, it must be stated that the delay so far is entirely the 

fault of the South African racists in connivance with their Western allies, 
mainly the United States. The proposal of the so-called contact group 

on the electoral system (one-man two-votes) (?has delayed) the negotiations 
since the Western countries knew beforehand that such a proposal would be 
rejected by the African countries and by SWAPO because it was too complicated 
for a people who had not yet had any such experience. 


However, by accepting this project, the Pretoria government had solely 

one aim in view: that of prolonging the deadlock. The racist authorities 
supported the alternative proposals of the contact group, taking into 

account the vacuum created by the withdrawal of its acolyte, Peter Kalangula, 
"president" of the so-called "Democratic Party of Namibia" within the 
Democratic Turnhalle Alliance (DTA). Thus, the little hope they had in an 
electoral confrontation with SWAPO, if ever free and democratic elections 
were held under UN supervision, vanished since Kalandula's "party" repre- 
sented the Ovambos in the "DTA." 


South Africa does not agree to UN supervision of the elections, demanding 

on the other hand that this organization show impartiality. The racists 
are adopting the same position regarding the ceasefire. They would like the 
ceasefire to be supervised by troops from the "contact group," in other 
words, from the aggressive NATO block. 


However, with all these maneuvers, only the intensification of the armed 
struggle by the Namibian patriots, headed by SWAPO, inside Namibia and 
by the South African nationalists of the vanguard party of the ANC in 
South Africa will dictate the final verdict. 


Consequently, the Maputo summit has afforded an auspicious opportunity for 
the heads of state and government of the Frontline states to pool their 
ideas in order to define a stand that will check imperialist aggressiveness 
and to reaffirm their support for the liberation movements of southern 
Africa.

OAU INFORMATION MINISTERS MEETING--Dakar, Senegal, 15 Mar (AFP)--Algeria 
pulled out of an OAU information ministers meeting due to open here today. 
Algeria's minister, Boualem Bessaiah, said he was withdrawing because 

of the absence of a delegation from the SDAR, which was refused entry to 
Senegal yesterday. The development was the latest in a row in the OAU 
over the admission as a member of the organization in Addis Ababa last 
month of the SDAR. Senegal is one of 19 OAU members which walked out of 
the Addis Ababa meeting over the Saharan state's admission, and has 
declared decisions of the Addis Ababa meeting null and void. Before 
leaving the conference centre with members of his delegation, Mr Bessaiah 
said: "I am withdrawing on principle because the SDAR has not been 
admitted to the conference." The meeting had been due to open this 
morning. A restricted meeting of delegation heads was continuing in the 
absence of the Algerian minister. According to the agenda, the meeting 
is to consider the launching of a Pan-African News Agency (PANA) and 
Afro-Arab cooperation on information.

[Text] Luanda, 15 Mar (ANGOP)--The renegade has returned to his lair, to 
the protection of his patrons in racist Sout) Africa, after a few months 
absence during which he visited the United States to contact old friends 

he has known since his days as a CIA stooge. No sooner had he betrayed 

the cause of the African people in the Kingdom of Morocco than he reappeared 
in the haven of apartheid, a place where he seems to be perfectly at home. 


This man, who has so much to account for to our people, because cof his crimes, 
has returned to Pretoria to inform his present masters of the outcome of 

the mission they entrusted to him and to carry out new betrayals against 
sovereign and independent Angola. 


If we believe the South African daily, THE STAR, he was received shortly 
after his arrival by Pieter and Roelof both and also by Magnus Malian, to 
whom he is directly responsible because he coordinates all the destabiliza- 
tion activities against the People's Republic of Angola.

to the highest bidder. 


At present he is with Africa's worst enemies, at their service, and ready 
to obey all their orders.

‘CAPITALIST’ PRESS ACCUSED OF CONSISTENT DISTORTIONS

[Text] At all times in the history of the bourgeois press, competition and sensa- 
tionalism have been the main characteristics distinguishing it from the rest of the 
world's press. They are its chief means of survival. Experience has shown, how- 
ever, that this morbid sensationalism is displayed only in connection with facts 

or events related to socialist or progressive countries. 


For example, when a South African airplane crashes to the ground, the West European 
press says that a South African scheduled airliner crashed. But when the same dis- 
aster occurs with a Libyan plane, for example, capitalism's "big press" says that 
a "Russian" plane operated by Libya's regular airline has crashed. 


When it comes to facts and events in the countries in the southern part of our con- 
tinent, especially those that have undertaken to build a life of social justice for 
their respective peoples, the bourgeois press tends to subordinate those facts and 
events to the main issues of the current era--that is, the conflict between social- 
ism and capitalism. This is especially true when those facts or events threaten 
imperialist interests. 


In 1976, when the brave FAPLA [People's Armed Forces for the Liberation of Angola] 
fighters captured several mercenaries whe had been indiscriminately massacring 
peaceful inhabitants in northern and southern Angola, the famous but sorry sensa- 
tionalism of the Western press disappeared. But when an international tribunal, 
organized for the specific purpose of trying the above-mentioned mercenaries, con- 
demned those criminal agents from the reserve army of international capitalism (in 
London, Paris, Bonn, Lisbon and so on), we heard voices raised in capitalism's "big 
press" to say that it was a barbarous act on the part of the RPA [People's Republic 
of Angola]. On the other hand, personal items captured in southern Angola and be- 
longing to internationalists killed in combat have been placed on public display in 
carefully prepared exhibits in South Africa, and the sensationalists go along with 


a 


Never in all history has the Western press devoted as much space to anything as it 


has to the presence of Cuban fighters in the RPA. It has even reached the height 
of ridiculousness and confusion by trying to relate their presence to the process 
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of independence in Namibia, which was illegally occupied decades before the invasion 
of Angola by South Africa's racist army and mercenaries. The magnitude of that in- 
vasion forced the sovereign government of the People's Republic of Angola to appeal 
to its natural allies: Cuba and the Soviet Union. During the last half of the 
1970's, and more specifically since 1978, the presence of Cuban internationalists 
in our country has served as the backdrop to international imperialism's Machiavel- 
lian justification of the persistent illegal occupation of Namibia by the South Af- 
rican racists, despite repeated explanations by the governments of the RPA and Cuba 
that the presence of Cuban fighters in Angola is a legitimate act of sovereignty 
that has nothing to do with the independence of Namibia and the freeing of the 
Namibian people from apartheid. 


And now more than ever, the capitalist press has cynically revealed itself in the 
light of the real facts as clearly stated in the joint Angolan-Cuban communique on 
the Cuban presence in Angola, whose obvious rightness it kept quiet about, thus re- 
vealing, by its attitude, imperialism's real intentions in southern Africa. 


Even the "famous" BBC, which monitors and records Angola National Radio's news pro- 
grams every day, made little or almost no comment on the matter, while THE GUARDIAN, 
published in London, was the only newspaper to make a slight reference to the com- 
munique by Angola and Cuba concerning the presence of that friendly country's inter- 
nationalists in Angola. Its report was based on a sketchy REUTER dispatch date- 
lined Lisbon, and all it did was report the fact and add an international commentary 
that said: "The presence of Cuban troops in Angola is one of the key issues in nego- 
tiations between the European contact group and the African front-line states regard- 
ing Namibia's independence." 


A few weeks ago, however, the WALL STREET JOURNAL of London [as published] devoted 
an article to the subject. That newspaper questioned the ability of the RPA's sov- 
ereign government to induce the Cuban internationalist troops to withdraw from its 
territory, calling that possibility a "dream" and an "illusion." But the same news- 
paper turned a deaf ear to the enlightening communique by Angola and Cuba. 


But even though such cynical silence on the part of the bourgeois press constitutes 
an extremely dangerous weapon against the enlightening of world opinion concerning 
the true nature of imperialist policy in southern Africa, such an attitude gladdens 
us because in fact, it constitutes recognition--even though tacit--that the pres- 
ence of Cuban fighters in Angola actually presents no obstacle whatever to the 
process of Namibian independence. On the contrary, it is the persistent illegal 
occupation of Namibia, the consequent subjugation of the Namibian people, and the 
criminal aggressions and ambitions of apartheid which are the chief factors for in- 
stability and tensions in southern Africa. 


Sweeping apartheid out of Namibia and South Africa and banishing it means stabiliz- 
ing southern Africa and defending world peace.

SOUTH AFRICAN USE OF ‘OFFENSIVE DEFENSE’ ARGUMENT

[Text] The thesis used by the South African racists in attempting to justify their 
permanent aggressiveness and barbarism is well known. It is the frequently pro- 
claimed thesis of “offensive defense." From that point of view--curiously close to 
a tactic used in soccer--"the best defense is attack." 


Supposing that the thesis is reasonable, to what kind of attack are the racists re- 
ferring? Certainly not one from Angola, because the Angolan Armed Forces have never 
violated the territory of any other country, and they do not even have a common 
frontier with the racists. 


Perhaps SWAPO's guerrillas? Although the South Africans say that is it, logic 
forces one to admit that SWAPO is in its own national territory and is recognized 
by the community of nations as the legitimate representative of the Namibian peo- 
ple, whereas the illegality of the racist occupation has already been sufficiently 
demonstrated. — 


The answer could also be the same one that has been used as a pretext at least since 
the 1920's to justify all repressive and dictatorial actions just about everywhere 
in the world--the Soviets! That argument is so weak that the racists themselves 
sometimes appear ashamed to believe it. 


All the other probable perpetrators of an attack on South Africa having thus been 

eliminated, we are left with the apparently illogical conclusion that the racists 

are afraid of being attacked by themselves. A few recent events will perhaps help 
to throw light on that apparent contradiction. 


In recent days, several international media have published dispatches from Capetown 
saying that an "alarming" stiffening of repressive legislation in South Africa is 
being passed during the current session of Parliament. 


The various bills on security include the new legal provisions that further restrict 


freedom of the press, which in South Africa's case means the repression of criticism 
by the English-language press, by the parliamentary opposition, and by organizations 
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that the National (Afrikaner) Party of the racists is not able and never will be 
able to control. 


Meanwhile, several racist leaders holding high positions in the apparatus of apart- 
heid are beginning to fall into contradictions that reveal the confusion and desper- 
ation prevailing in their ranks. At the same time that Gen Magnus Malan, minister 
of defense, is saying that South African troops can hold out "indefinitely" in 
South-West Africa, his colleague Gen Constand Viljoen, chief of the SADF (South Af- 
rican Defense Forces), has admitted in an interview with the FINANCIAL TIMES that 
the solution to South Africa's problem is political, not military. 


For the well-known defender of the “offensive defense" thesis, however, only greater 
racist aggressiveness will be able to prevent a South African defeat throughout 
southern Africa, and at the same time that it says it has no intention of attacking 
the front-line countries and professes a desire for "cooperation, not confrontation," 
the attacks on Angola and other countries in the region are increasing. 


For his part, Prime Minister Botha does not conceal his concerns. In his opinion, 
Namibia has become "too heavy a burden" for South Africa. This leads some observers 
to believe that such statements are designed to prepare South African public opinion 
and the voters for the inevitability of Namibian independence, while also justifying 
indirectly the realities of the situation in Namibia as they relate to the economic- 
financial problem resulting from capitalist exploitation.

CUBAN-BUILT COOPERANT-OCCUPIED HOUSING DETERIORATES

[Text] The situation being experienced by hundreds of tenants in the L15's--the 
residential housing opposite the Americo Boavida Hospital on Hoji ya Henda Avenue-- 
is simply deplorable. And it is even more deplorable because it is beyond compre- 
hension why it is taking so long to resolve an electrical breakdown. Ninety per- 
cent of the units located along the above-mentioned avenue have been without elec- 
tricity for over 10 days because, according to what we have been able to find out, 
the power cable that was installed cannot handle the load of so many domestic ap- 
pliances such as radios, air-conditioning units, washing machines, and other appli- 
ances. 


The situation is all the more distressing because all the refrigerators have stopped, 
causing food to spoil. And this at a time when, as is known, certain kinds of food-- 
fresh vegetables--are difficult to find in the market. 


Furthermore, we call attention to the fact that many of the tenants in those units 
are cooperants and, almost all of them, intellectual workers (teachers, doctors, 
engineers, and so on). They are workers who, because of their specific type of 
activity, are forced to read and work at night in their homes to correct papers, 
prepare subjects for their classes and so on. All of this may give an idea of how 
greatly electricity is needed in those residential units, not to mention the fact 
that certain individuals take advantage of the darkness to commit antisocial acts 
by looting the apartments in question. 


While it is true that the organization responsible for the distribution of elec- 
tricity has already sent in a crew to repair the damage, it is also not a lie to 
say that at the rate that crew is working, the situation is going to drag on for 
an undesirable length of time. 


We also want to note that because of the power failure, some tenants have decided 
to make a few unauthorized connections that could result in serious accidents. 

For example, we recall that a pioneer was electrocuted in those units some time ago 
because a socket was exposed.

Tt also seems to us that the organization responsible for looking after those units 
ought to pay more attention to them. The units, which were built with Cuban coop- 
eration, are obviously deteriorating due to the lack of care and vigilance. Trash 
is beginning to gain ground, with the surrounding lawn beginning to be used as a 
garbage dump for all kinds of trash, and this gives the housing units a look that 
is not at all agreeable. 


We conclude by saying that if steps are not taken, those units, which were opened 
about 2 years ago, will soon suffer the same fate as certain other buildings which 


do not dignify the city.

EXORBITANT PRICE OF FISH, INFLATION AFFECT CONSUMERS

[Text] Saying that there is a shortage of fish in Luanda means, at best, evading © 
the truth and dangerously postponing discussion of a matter which truly needs to be 
analyzed and resolved very urgently and with great clarity because it involves an 
indispensable item in daily nutrition. 


After all, who does not know that fish are abundantly available every day in all 
the city's outlying markets, although at speculative prices beyond the means of 
most of the inhabitants? Who is unaware that on Cape Island, a very profitable 
business is done every day with the fish which should be available at reasonable 
prices but for which in fact one must pay an arm and a leg? 


Before all else, it is necessary to recognize that speculation has taken root at 
all levels and to a quite serious extent in the capital's retail markets. Things 
have gotten to the point that it is practically impossible to buy any basic food 
product at the official price. Sales practices violate all the price schedules 
even in the municipal markets, but the inspection teams do not seem to have the 
courage to interfere and force the retailer to observe the legal profit margins. 
The only one seriously harmed by this is the consumer, who is helpless in the hands 
of the speculators and must engage in appalling gymnastics just to survive from day 
to day. 


Several of the country's officials have frequently warned of the need to combat this 
dangerous phenomenon of speculation, but their directives are not always heeded in 
the inspection work that ought to be carried out by certain organizations in charge, 
and the result is plain to see. Prices are continuing to rise steadily, the popu- 
lation's living conditions are growing worse day by day, and the dangerous growth 

of a lower middle class of speculators is continuing steadily through an accumula- 
tion of capital which results from exploitation of the least privileged working 
classes and which may, in the future, even become a serious and danct,erous hindrance 
to the harmonious development of the socialist society in the People's Republic of 
Angola. 


As long as the state sector does not establish an extensive network of fish markets 
for supplying the city, the efficient distribution of ocean products will not be 
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possible, and until such conditions are created, the small-scale fishing fleet 
(which is already quite difficult to control) will continue with impunity to supply 
the illegal and speculative fish marketing channels. 


The general rise in the cost of living is, at bottom, a vicious circle providing 
(fragile) justification for the speculation that has been increasing at all levels. 
If we look at things correctly, we will see that there are no great differences be- 
tween the prices charged by the fisherman on the Luanda coast and those charged by 
the speculator supplying the illegal markets on the city's outskirts. A bit of fish 
on Cabo Isiand never costs less than several thousands kwanzas, but the reasons for 
the free play of market prices cannot be looked for only in the shortage of fishing 
equipment. 


The reason must be found chiefly in the great disparity between supply and demand. 
That disparity is caused in part by the lack of a network of fish markets capable 

of insuring that the quantity of fish the consumer must buy every day will be avail- 
able. 


One thing is certain: if there were effective inspection to control fish prices and 
a network of fish markets duly supplied by the Ministry of Fisheries, it might be 
possible to alleviate this problem, which is so harmful to the population and which 
has longa been a matter of concern to the country's officials. 


Fish are an excellent source of indispensable protein in the public's diet, but 
with the high prices currently being charged in Luanda's speculative markets, few 
people can enjoy the benefits of that national resource in normal conditions. 


If the inspection teams do not operate more effectively, two problems will remain: 
the people's problems will not be solved, and the directives from above, which are 
very clear on this subject, will not be complied with.

The Cameroon administrative 
machinery has been gathering 
grit over the years to the point 
where its operation has become 
problematic. The number of 
man-hours lost through unjusti- 
fied, and often unpunished, ab- 
sence from work has progressi- 
vely piled up and the cost has 
become too burdensome for the 
government to continue blinking. 

The deadweight of the bureau- 
cratic process has almost brought 
the administrative machine to a 
complete standstill. This feeling 
has so pervaded every section of 
the body politic that, civil ser- 
vants and state agents go off and 
come back to their jobs at their 
guise, without fear of any disci- 
plinary penalties against them. 
Others ripe for retirement have

It was with the aim of pump- 
ing much needed steam into the 
General Statute of the Public 
Service that the head of State on 
Friday, 12 February 1982, revis- 
ed this eight-year old text. The 
revision deals a severe blow to 
absenteeism, a dogged problem 
that has drained the administra- 
tion of much efficiency. Absen-

PATASSE MAY BE ALLOWED TO GO TO THIRD COUNTRY

[Text] Bangui, 13 Mar (AFP)--Ange Patasse, the CAR opponent who took 
refuge a week ago at the French Embassy in Bangui, may soon leave the CAR 
for a third country, it was learned from official sources on Saturday in 
the CAR capital. 


Seven countries--not mentioned--in Africa have already been consulted by 
France to welcome the suspected instigator of the coup attempt which was 
carried out in the night of 3 to 4 March [words indistinct] immediately 
opposed to a "categorical refusal." 


The third country suggestion made by the French authorities to the CAR 
Government has not yet been formally and unanimously accepted by the latter. 
Negotiations are still going on between the sides involved. In exchange 
for its "good will," it was learned from informed sources, Gen Andre 
Kolingba's regime would obtain increased political and economic support 
from France. 


A moderate at the head of the ruling Military Committee for National 
Redress (CMRN), General Kolingba has been trying to dissipate resistance 
within the regime to any compromise with France. 


On Friday at a weekly cabinet meeting, General Kolingba stressed the 
"realism" of his position and strongly called on the government members 
to follow suit. Informed sources pointed out in Bangui that the group of 
"hard line" officers of the military committee was at first believed to 
have accepted the bulk of the decision of the military council. 


It seems that the 'Patasse issue," which has clouded French-CAR relations 
during the past few days, is now heading toward an "amicable" solution. 
It seems that the CAR has admitted that France could not turn over a 
political opponent who has asked for asylum. 


Observers believe that the compromise of a third country would enable 


[words indistinct] and however, there is still a clear feeling of "frustra- 
tion" among CAR leaders. 
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General Kolingba stated on Thursday that France would do the CAR "a great 
favor" by turning over Mr Patasse. Three days earlier, Information Minister 
Lieutenant-Colonel Grelombe refused to "suppose" that France would not 
handover to CAR the leader of the dissolved Central African People's Libera- 
tion Movement (MLPC), saying that it was "important" for the country that

"LE MONDE' CITES FRANCQ CAR TENSION, ‘BITTERNESS '

vation of Tension with Paris"] 


[Text] Bangui--The days come and go but are not the same on the banks of 
the Ubangui. After the diplomatic to-ing and fro-ing of the previous day, 
Wednesday 10 Marchwas the day of appeasement, notably in Franco-Central 
African relations. So much so that some people almost denied the existence 
of a "crisis" between Paris and Bangui. 


The ultimatum broadcast three times by Bangui Radio Tuesday--demanding 
that [former minister and liberation front leader] Ange Patasse be handed 
over to Central African justice within 48 hours--was nothing more than a 
misunderstanding the following day. Indeed, as the QUAI D'ORSAY stated 
Wednesday, all that was being demanded was a French answer to the extradi- 
tion request made Sunday evening by the Central African Government. In 
other words after the short visit made by [Elysee adviser] Guy Penne--which 
took place Tuesday in a "courteous" atmosphere--both sides agreed to "play 
down" the situation. A solution would then be devised taking account of 
France's concern, expressed by [Elysee secretary general] Beregovoy, to 
"respect the right to asylum." 


Some people think that reason has finally prevailed. A few policemen 
remained on sentry duty outside the French Embassy, carrying out rather 
friendly checks on the visitors while the French ambassador was being 
received by head of state General Kolingba. People had even forgotten 
that 1 week earlier oppositionists had tried to seize power by force and 
that two general officers, who have since been struck off the list of army 
officers, were on the run, and that the main leaders of Mr Patasse's move- 
ment for the liberation of the Central African people--a movement which 
has been dissolved--were under lock and key. Other people, however, 
thought things were a little too good to be true. 


In a news flash at noon Wednesday Bangui Radio took a compromising tone 
by stating that the military committee for national recovery, while 
"demanding Mr Patasse's extradition," hoped that "the problem could be 
solved in the interests of France and the CAR and in the interest of our 
sovereignty without necessarily producing a major crisis." 
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In short that was a far cry from the curt statement the previous day that 
the local authorities had "demanded that Mr Patasse be handed over to 
Central African justice within 48 hours," at the very time when Mr 
Mitterrand's adviser was in General Kolingba's office. 


Many Unknown Factors 


However, a whole series of questions remains unanswered. First, since 
Paris has granted the Central African refugee the right of asylum, it is 
important not to underestimate, whatever their immediate reaction, the 
degree of bitterness felt by the Central African military leaders who have 
thus been "thwarted" of a complete victory over the regime's "bete noire." 
For months, by a campaign of secret pamphlets, Mr Patasse defied the 
authorities and tried to dig an ethnic gulf between the north and south 

of the country. After his return his friends called on the Bangui popula- 
tion to rebel. The Central African Government was bound to feel that its 
authority had been undermined by the right of asylum granted to an adversary 
who, had his undertaking succeeded, would perhaps have been ruthless--at 
least that is what official circles here think. 


Moreover it must not be forgotten that the Central African leaders think-- 
there are apparently documents to prove it--that Mr Patasse was in agree- 
ment with Idi Lala, leader of the clandestine Central African national 
liberation movement which claimed responsibility for the 14 July attack 

on a Bangui cinema and which is generally accepted to have ties with 
Tripoli. In other words Mr Patasse is allegedly linked to the Central 
African in Libya's "Islamic legion" who have secretly reentered their 
country of origin. 


Although the Central African authorities talk of "presumed complicity 
concerning some prominent French people," they are taking care not to cast 
doubt on the Elysee's attitude. What strikes them as incomprehensible 

is that during a 5-month stay in France Mr Patasse was able to have some 
semiofficial contacts in Paris. ''We do not care a damn about the socialists. 
Central Africa is not Mitterrand's France," a top official said rather 
bluntly on the subject of the echos, which are unintelligible here, of the 
polemic on Mr Patasse between Le Quotidien De Paris Amd [PS first secretary] 
Jospin. 


That question raises the more serious problem of relations between France 
and French-speaking Africa. The government in office here does not always 
understand how the PS can talk a different language from the French Govern- 
ment. Wherever there may be duality it is seen as duplicity on this conti- 
nent. There is therefore talks of "complicity" with oppositionists and 
even of a "double game.'' The African Governments can only accept a single 
French voice and bilateral relations at the top. 


Whatever happens now Mr Patasse's fate promises to poison relations between 
Paris and Bangui, at least in the next few weeks. 
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At present Bangui the coquette is slumbering. There seems little likelihood 
of an anti-French demonstration there and the desire for compromise with 

the former mother country--the main donat:\ng power--will prevail within 

the ruling military committee. In short, time will do its work and with 

the aid of Franco-Central African friendship, the scar will automatically 
vanish. Let's say that Wednesday proved the optimists’ right and let us 
simply hope that subsequent events will not prove them wrong in this 
country which has a precarious balance and which had already suffered 
enough trials not to have to suffer any more painful ones.

GOVERNMENT SOURCES SAY FRANCE TO INCREASE AID 
Paris AFRICA AFP in English 19 Feb 82 p 19 


[Text] Paris, February 18--The French Government, placed in a difficult posi- 
tion by Chad's rejection of OAU proposals for a ceasefire and elections there, 
said Wednesday it had "taken note with interest" of the proposals but still 
planned to offer reconstruction aid to its former colony. 


Following a report to Cabinet members by the Ministers of External Relations 
and Cooperation, a spokesman said the Government "reaffirmed its attachment 
to the principles of unity, territorial integrity and the independence of 
Chad,'"' which has been torn by civil war since February 1979. 


The spokesman said France wanted to contribute "through active technical co- 
operation with Chadian authorities, to the reconstruction of the country." 


Government sources said France would send aid of 80 million francs (13.3 mil- 
lion dollars) this year, up from 55 million francs last year. 


The Government declaration was the first official French reaction to the 
recommendations of the Organization of African Unity's committee on Chad, 
which met earlier this month in Nairobi. 


The OAU called for a ceasefire between Chadian Government troops and the 
rebel Armed Forces of the North (FAN) by the end of this month. It also 
called for a constitution to be drawn up and for general and presidential 
elections before the end of June, when the OAU peace-keeping force is sched- 
uled to withdraw. 


Cool Analysis... 
Chadian President Goukouni Weddeye rejected the OAU proposals, placing France 
in an awkward position since it had based its continued aid to the Central 


African country on the OAU's recognition of the Chad Government. 


President Goukouni called on the OAU to "pull itself together and analyse 
the Chadian question coolly in order to help to end the war." 
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"The failure of the OAU in Chad will be the failure of all Africa," he added. 


French Government sources note that, while the OAU disagrees with Mr Goukouni 
on the means to establish peace in Chad, it has not withdrawn its support of 
his Government. The sources said that France planned no peace initiative of 
its own in Chad. Despite French economic and military aid to the Government, 
the rebel forces of former Defense Minister Hissene Habre have taken control 
of about two-thirds of the country--a fact which observers said had caused 
some embarrassment in Paris. (A.F.P.)

POISON GAS USAGE--Damascus, 15 Mar (KUNA)--The Eritrean Popular Liberation 
Front (EPLF) charged Ethiopia Monday with using poison gas against the 
Eritrean national resistance. A statement circulated here Monday by the 
EPLF said Ethiopian forces fired mortar shells containing poison gas in 
their attack on the area of "Trakrak" near the Eritrean-Sudanese borders. 
The EPLF has recently appealed to the U.N., the Islamic Conference Organi- 
sation, the Organisation of African Unity and the non-aligned movement to 
intervene to stop the use of the internationally prohibited gas and to 
support Eritrean citizens, the statement added.

[Text] Gabonese citizens, comrades and friends: On this 14th anniversary 
of the creation of the Gabonese Democratic Party [PDG], I cannot fail to 
observe the tradition which demands that I should address you a message 

to celebrate an achievement which is very essential because it is fundamental 
for the perenniality of our nation and decisive for its material and human 
progress. This essential achievement is our national unity and it is our 
great national party--our single, institutionalized and constitutionalized 
party--which has strengthened this unity of which it is the guarantor. 
Since 1968, the PDG has been playing the role of principal instrument and 
factor of the renovation of our silent, peaceful, deep-rooted, positive 
and genuine revolution. 


Which man of good faith can deny that during the past 14 years we have laid 
the necessary foundations for the elevation and consolidation of our society 
and nation by changing the human elements who, before then, were separated 
from one another? We could not have achieved the union and cohesion of 
these elements without changing radically some habits which were against 

our interests. The fact that both were finally achieved without brutal 
constraint and serious trouble within the society clearly proves our party's 
good sense as well as its correct appreciation of what is useful and neces- 
sary for the survival and prosperity of our national community. It is this 
victory that we are celebrating today. This victory enabled our country 

to tackle in all serenity and serious-mindedness our task of development of 
all the sectors of our national life in a persevering and dynamic manner. 
The accomplishment of this task has enabled us to transform our country's 
image. It has achieved for us prestige, consideration and the confidence 

of foreign countries and given us the hope for more progress and a brighter 
future. The event is therefore an important one and should be celebrated 
with joy and the awareness of accomplishing a patriotic duty. 


Comrades and friends: On this occasion which is of particular significance 


for Gabon, I wish to talk to you in order to inform you about certain things; 
I also wish that you should engage in a deep reflection about the development 
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of the task we have undertaken and are accomplishing together. [Passage 
indistinct] We must distinguish three stages in our country's development 
over the past few years. As early as 1977, we noted the overheating of our 
economy resulting from the considerable increase of our budgetary resources 
following the oil boom. Knowing that we were late, we wanted to rapidly 
furnish our house and supply our national family with all the good things 
of life. This haste--coupled with the absence of good planning, galloping 
and generalized imported inflation and the voracity of the birds of prey 

of savage capitalism--nearly plunged us into the gulf of bankruptcy. Thus, 
the oil boom which suddenly illuminated our lives also seriously darkened 
and compromised our immediate future. 


Very happily for us, we understood the situation and quickly reacted by 
preparing a courageous national recovery plan which won the admiration of 
all and greatly helped reestablish the financial and economic situation of 
our dear country. In the financial field, we reduced by half our foreign 
debts, while in the economic field we began the application of an interim 
plan based on our economic and social priorities after 2 years of groping 
in the dark due to the reduction of public investments. 


This resumption of economic growth, which marked the second stage of our 
country's development that I am now trying to explain to you, was aimed 

at setting up a political and institutional platform. Economic and social 
action cannot be conducted in the absence of the political field and 
political institutions. In fact, a country's government is a single entity. 
No sector should be considered in isolation nor should there be an airtight 
partition separating the country's various activities. 


It was with this vision that during the past few years our country organized 
free elections at all levels of our country's political life: presidential 
and legislative elections as well as elections of new provincial and 
departmental assemblies and municipal councils. Moreover, we reorganized 
our great party in order to strengthen and regenerate it. A period had 

thus come to an end and another had begun. We carried out these reforms 
with respect for the popular will expressed during the PDG's second extra- 
ordinary congress and with the firm conviction that our people had become 
politically mature. [Passage indistinct] 


I do not want to take this opportunity to seek greater popularity nor to 
create fear for me. I want to be understood. I want to take the opportunity 
to call for national unity, which is the main objective of this speech 
which is being delivered on the anniversary of the creation of the PDC. 

The party has (?a lot of work to do) and its essential role is to ensure 
(?national cohesion) and unity. National unity is not a mere political 
concept to be considered as a symbol. It is an active and living reality 
and, just like any living thing, it can become weaker, fall asleep and 

even die. It is the urgent duty for party officials and all male and female 
militants to revive national unity through their work, their zeal and 
dedication and to always breathe into it more [words indistinct] and vigor. 
In this regard, I will in conclusion urge you all not to relent in your 





great vigilance in this new stage. You must make further efforts so that 
our party too will be given a new impetus. 


The years 1979 and 1980 were years of great successes for our party because 
it fully played its role of leading our country to its goals. We must not 
allow these great successes to be followed by a period of failures. We 
must fight in the political bureau, in the Central Committee, in the unions 
and committees against complacence of which I am seeing some signs. We 
must know that we still have a lot to achieve. Let us return to our living 
sources of militant action. Count on me as I am counting on you for new 
struggles and for new victories.

ANARCHY REPORTEDLY REIGNS AMONG TROOPS 
Paris AFRICA AFP in English 23 Feb 82 p 18

LAGOS, February 23 - Rampaging Ghanaian troops killed more 
than 75 people in aclash with members of a religious sect in 
Kumasi, Ghana's second-biggest city, earlier this month and burned 


the body of its leader at a crossroads, Ghanaian refugees reaching 
here told AP yesterday. 


The refugees said anarchy now reigned in Ghana,with troops 


ignoring all orders and pillaging and extorting money in rural 
villages. 


An eyewitness said the religious sect killings began on 
Sunday February 7 in Kumasi, nearly 200 kms (120 miles) north-west 
of the Ghanaian capital, Accra. 


The eyewitness said scldiers went to the Church of "The Lord 
is my Shepherd” sect, which has nearly 10,000 members in Kumasi, 
to search for a priest. One of the soldiers was jostled and a clash 


followed during which a woman police sergeant who belonged to the 
Church was killed. 


Other sect members retaliated by killing a soldier, the 
eyewitness said, “hen news of this reached the local barracks, 
soldiers went on a rampage, hunting for sect members and burning 
their Church to the ground. They killed the head of the Church, 
Prophet Odifur Asare, displayed his body at a crossroads in Kumasi 
and later burned it, the eyewitness said, adding that 78 people in 
all had been killed in the two-day rampage, which only ended with the 
imposition of acurfew on the area. 


(Reports from Accra. yesterday said that Military Government 
head Jerry Rawlings went to Muimasi at the weekend and told an 
enthusiastic rally that the curfew was being shortened by two hours). 


In another incident involving rampaging troops, refugees 


reported that 40 people had been killed in Takoradi in the south of 
the muntry.

Dr. Ekow Daniels, a Minister in Limann’s 
government until he was dsmissed was Profes- 
sor of Law in the University of Ghana with Consti- 
tutional Law as one of his very special interests and 
Dean of the Law Faculty before he joined Limann’s 
government. His comments on _ constitutional 
matters must, therefore, be taken with some serious- 
ness. It is assumed that such comments are well- 
informed and characterized by a certain amount 
of sobriety and objectivity. 

It was recently reported that Dr. Ekow Daniels 
had claimed before a PNDC Invest gating Commi- 
ttee that Dr. Limann was a dictator. Justification ? 
That Limann did not consult - one is not quite 
clear whom. 


There are some who are anxious to pounce on 
a charge of dictatorship to justify the overthrow of 
Limann. For their benefit, we find ‘t necessary to 
return to the suspended Constitution to make the 
the point that the cabinet system of government 
in which executive power is vested in the cabinet 
as a whole with the Prime Minister leading it, was 
consciously rejected in favour of the presidential 
system in which executive power ‘s vested in the 
the President. Accordingly, the suspended Consti- 
tution did not oblige the President to consult any- 
one except the Council of State in certain limited 
matters. The Ministers of State, it should be noted, 
did not individually have any powers; collectively, 
as members of the cabinet, they were to “assist 
the President in the determination of the general 
policy of the Government.” It should be clear, 
therefore, that failure to consult any particular 
Minister or Ministers cannot, under that Consti- 
stution, form the basis of a charge of dictatorship.

REVOLUTION'S ULTIMATE DESTINATION, LEADERSHIP QUESTIONED

[Text] We did not ask the point of June 4 because it looked so clear: soldiers 
who had been in government for the previous seven years had brought the 
soldier's profession into disrepute by corrupt practices, and their own kind 
had decided that those who had disgraced the profession must be punished along 
with their civilian collaborators. We were poised for civilian rule, but 

that could wait for the cleaning-up which was not going to take more than 

three months, anyway. 


The signs are not very easy to read, this second time. Whatever has been 
said so far amounts to no more than that Limann's was an inept Administra- 
tion. We are now inclined to believe that Limann's own ineptitude was that 
kind which shielded his eyes from lapses even inside his own party. Allega- 
tions made before 31 December, namely, that monies collected from both local 
and foreign sources ostensibly for the Party had found their way into the 
personal accounts of party functionaries, have since been collaborated by 
the former national chairman of the Party and also by a former regional 
chairman. There are people who believe that we should still have been 
given the opportunity to change the government constitutionally, especially, 
in the light of this very damaging information. Against this, it is possible 
to argue, and some do, that the information would have made no difference 

to the outcome of the next elections; the more sordid details and informa- 
tion of other forms of corruption would not even have become public. All 
this type of speculation is undoubtedly interesting, but need not engage 

us so seriously now. What concerns us now is what to expect next. 


Given the primacy of food, so well articulated in official pronouncements, 

we imagined that a crash programme to increase the supply of foo! in the 
markets would be quickly launched and many people were roused by references 
to a "Unesco model" in the PDNC Chairman's initial policy broadcast. But 
now it turns out that the "Unesco model" is not even a recognised brand-name, 
only an idea of school-farms which one of the country's institutions was 
hoping to sell to Unesco. 
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University students have had to break 


their programme of studies to help 
with evacuating cocoa from the farms 


and re~bagging fertilizers at the ports, 


ali of which are undoubtedly urgent 
tasks, but ones which do not require 
the special attention of students, 


Originally we understood that students 
were to help with food production, If 


not that, could they not be deployed 
to ventures to which they could bring 
their special talents and training to 
bear? 


High prices and inflation undoubtedly constitu- 
te a major problem. That being so, we must deal 
with it with appropriate tools. Initially we seemed 
to rely too much on pleading with sellers to reduce 
prices; alternatively, we burnt down tables and 
market stalls. We have only since the sixth 
week of the Revolution embarked on a course 
which may result in the contraction of money in 


circulation. Earlier measures having made 
essential commodities less visiS'e, we might 
also consider defining essential com- 


modities a lot more narrowly; and then flooding 
the market with so much of every item 
on the short list that it would not be worth any 
seller’s while to hoard or inflate the price. 

More generally, the decline in the economy is of 
such importance that a team or some committee 
should have been formed by now to prepare a pro- 
gramme of revita'ization and reconstruction out- 
lining the principles of the envisaged “socio- 
economic restructuring” of the country. 

That there has been a change of government, 
there can be no doubt. But of the Revolution 
going on, many do not know the tenets; and 
some of the pronouncements made so far by those 
who appear to know are not calculated to endear 
others to the Revolution. According to some 
of these pronouncements, power is to be 
transferred to the masses organised in committees 
of national defence at their work-places. Senior 
staff are not expected to be represented in these 
committees, however, since they already have their 
staff clubs and masonic lodges. This was the first 
item of the morning news on GBC Radio, Wed- 
nesday 20th January. If we are dissatisfied with the 
past ‘ecause consultation was limited to only a 
few people, we should aspire to the widest possi- 
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ble consultation, not to exclude some who are 
also citizens, who would be taking decisions any- 
way, whether we like it or not. 

Indeed there can be no Revolution without a 
cadre of revolutionaries, individuals who by per- 
sonal discipline have succeeded in purging them- 
selves of the iniquities of society and are demons- 
rably committed to helping their weaker brethren 
along the chosen path. 


Who constitute the revolutionary personnel for 
the current Revolution? 

Students? The PDNC would do well to assess 
a little more objectively commitment to revolu- 
tionary and democratic principles and practices 
before leaning exclusively or too heavily on stu- 
dents. True, leftist rhetoric has been the fashion 
for some of < .eir leaders. Students have struggled 
for participation in the decision-making bodies of 
their campuses and secured representation on a 
number of university boards and commitees, How- 
ever, in their o-wn Junior Common Rooms, the Stu- 
dents’ Representative Council and the National 
Union of Ghana Students, the complaint is com- 
monplace that there is not much of mass participa- 
tion. A militant leadership frequently takes deci- 
sions which are passed off as decisions of the stu- 
dent body; and the majority is often too timid or 
indifferent to vo'-> dissent, Love of the “common 
man” is not transparent. Molestation of workers on 
compus which is not even punished because the 
authorities fear student-power hardly ever worries 
student governments, Allegations of covruption 
made by students against successive leaders are 
merely parried, not disposed of. And life-sty'es and 
va'ues are not much different from those of the 
“decadent” profess‘onals whom student leaders so 


vehemently denounce. 


And what of our familiar politicians? Being 
in power or close to it seems to be the only com- 
mitment. From pronouncements it would seem 
that the Kwame Nkrumah Revolutionary Guard 
(KNRG) which has declared support for the 
Revolution favours state ownership of property 
and regimentation of citizens’ life. So why were 
they anxious to be seen on platforms with Limann 
whose “Ghana” had no room for any of those 
things. Denial by the KNRG that it was ever part 
of the PNP is characteristically misleading and does 




















not impress anyone, The regiona! chairman of the 
party in Ashanti .hom we regarded the “Deputy 
Father” of the party has now seen it fit to deny 
his foundation-member status. Meanwhile he a'so 
is full of praise for the PNDC! The PNP is as diffe- 
rent from the PNDC as day is from night, so how 
could the General Secretary of the United Ghana 
Farmers Council support both? Among supporters 
of the Revolution are to be counted also Unigov- 
ists who simply refuse to be embarrassed by the 
contradictions they represent. Commitmen: to 
the idea of a party-less system comes as easily 
as becoming founding mem>ers of political parties, 
The inclusion of known politicians in the PNDC 
cabinet was to be expected, perhaps. In terms of 
background, training and experience, however, 
some of those individuals are not any different 
from many who have served in previous govern- 
ments. If a revolution consists in doing things radi- 
cally differently, where is the assurance that the 
performance of these individuals will be signifi- 
cantly different? No doubt, the idea of a cabinet, 
so formed, is appealing for its approximation to a 
national government. But if, as we understand, 
these appointees are only to supervise the imple- 
mentation of PNDC policy in what sense is there 


a national government? 

And now the “masses”! It is tempting to claim 
mass support as uniquely one’s own. As a matter 
of fact, there has been no regime in this country 


which was not hailed by the “masses”. It costs 
nothing to take a day off from work, productive 
or otherwise, to demonstrate support for a new 
regime, The “masses” derive satisfaction from 
seeing previously powerful men humiliated for 
imaginary or proven offences against the state, 
but they themselves are not averse to misapplying 
state resources when the opportunity comes, and 
we have the example of the Verandah Boys to 
show. We would have thought that the rank and 
file of the military and the police woud identify 
with the “masses” in particular. You begin to won- 
der when you have heard agonising stories of mal- 
treatment of many a poor worker who for lack of 
transport or some other reason is forced to break 
curfew. Is the attitude of the rank and file of the 
military and the police properly tuned in to a 
People’s Revolution?

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In sum, we are saying that for a Revolution that 
was coming all a'ong, a comprehensive programme 
of action is taking too long to unfold. We are par- 
ticularly anxious to point out the known charac- 
teristics of the categories of personnel at:racted 
to the Revolution lest by not taking them into 
account whatever is going should degenerate into 
something else altogether. We cannot wait to 
suggest that given the heterogeneity of revolu- 
tionary personnel we should have some frame of 
reference to be able to tell who belongs where, 
who does what, who is entitled ‘o what. 
We should have 2 statement of aims and 
purposes to which all of us will swear commitment, 
after a full public debate. Even for a limited ope- 
ration such as JUNE 4 was, unanimity of purpose 
eluded the AFRC before long; the more urgent, 
therefore, that on the threshold of an even bigger 
operation we should immediately have a source of 


reference. Some would call it a manifesto, even a 
constitution, We are not fastidious as to what it 
is called, as long as we know in clear enough terms 
everybody’s place in the Revolution and even more 
important the ultimate destination.

MEMBERSHIP SUSPENDS UNION LEADERSHIP--Accra, 21 Feb--The entire leadership 
of Ghana's Trade Union Congress has been suspended in apparent response to 
pressure from members, nearly two months after the ousting of President 
Hilla Limann's Government. A report here said the move followed an ulti- 
matum from members that the TUC's leaders, including its executive board, 
resign or face confrontation with the workers. A proclamation issued by 
all 17 member-unions of the TUC declared the entire Congress leadership 
and the TUC'’s constitution suspended. A five-member committee had been 
set up to manage the TUC's affairs on an interim basis, said the proclama- 
tion, served upon the country's ruling Provisional National Defence _ 
Council (PNDC). Meanwhile, a "citizens' vetting committee," set up by the 
new regime under its "Law One" and empowered to examine the life-style | 
and financial affairs of citizens, has been getting down to work. Last 
week it ordered two people detained pending investigation and a third was 
given 48 hours to settle his outstanding income tax debts. [Text]

PECULIAR 'GHANAIAN SPIRIT' RAPPED--While we wait, hoping, for return to 
constitutional order, the PNDC has appointed a civilian cabinet which in- 
cludes familiar names. The presence in the cabinet of men of stature and 
experience should assure us that mature judgement would be brought to bear 

on the processes of government. But patriotic as it no doubt is, the 

eagerness to serve brings into focus once more a feature of the Ghanaian 

character which should worry all of us. Some members of the PNDC cabinet 

were lately leading members of political parties of which they were founda- 

tion members. Some had -een in Parliament others had been Ministers of 

state, others still were, in 1979, candidates for the highest offices 

available under the suspended Constitution, Therefore, they should be 

taken to subscribe to the more conventional ideas of government--parlia- 

mentary democracy, separation of powers, freedom of association, periodic 

elections, chanye of government through the ballot box, Rule of Law, 

"regular" as against "special" courts--all of which would seem to have 

been eroded by the exercise of December 31. It may be foolhardy to fight 

the military, but cooperating in the continuing erosion of what one 

believes in is something e:se. The stock Ghanaian response to questions 

respecting sudden twists and turns as represented above is that offices 
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would go to worse men, otherwise. We can recognise such talk for its 
peculiarly Ghanaian character if we can imagine any form of cooperation 
between Lech Walesa and General Jaruzelski while the latter's programme 
is the emasculation of Solidarity, the Independent Trade Union Movement 
which the latter helped to found in Poland. In the unlikely event of 

a successful invasion of the country we should not at all be surprised 
to see compatriots including possibly even children of the Revolution 
volunteering service to the invaders, "in the national interest," of 
course!

REORGANIZING MILITARY--The National Union of Ghana Students [NUGS] has 
suggested that the people's armed forces should be organized into working 
groups under democratic and disciplined leadership to work alongside the 
civilian population on different projects. This will create an opportunity 
for the two sides to learn from each other and develop relations of 
fraternity and solidarity, and it will go a long way to develop the much- 
needed unity between the forces and civilians in the struggle against 
imperialism. In a statement on the molestation and intimidation of 
civilians by some soldiers the NUGS called for an immediate end of such 
acts. This is because they tend to divide and weaken the strength of the 
revolutionary forces and thereby subvert the revolutionary process 
initiated on 31 December.

VIEIRA STRESSES IMPORTANCE OF PRIVATE INITIATIVE

[Interview with Joao Bernardo [Nino] Vieira, president of Guinea-Bissau and 
secretary general of the African Party for the Independence of Guinea-Bissau 
and Cape Verde [PAIGC], in his office, immediately after the close of the First 
Extraordinary PAIGC Congress [date not given], by Roberto Correa Wilson, spe- 
cial correspondent] 


[Excerpts] We met Joao Bernardo (Nino) Vieira again after 8 
years. 


The energetic military leader, a veteran of 242 engagements, 
the most outstanding of the guerrilla leaders who arose during 
the 11 years of anticolonial struggle, educated and trained 
under the wing of the unforgettable son of Africa, Amilcar 
Cabral, has given way to the calm, reflective head of state. 


Speaking with deliberation, as if his words reflected a deep, 
Ongoing meditation, he answered each of our questions, which 
at times led to a dialogue. 


Priority Given to Agriculture 


[Question] We've seen the four forms of property described in the documents 
drafted at the congress, which indicate that agriculture is the cornerstone of 
the country's economic development. Considering its undeveloped state and that 
of the livestock industry, is there a plan that will enable you to exploit the 
land and waters more rationally, including through new, more modern methods of 


cultivation? 


[Answer] Agriculture was given priority at the third party congress; but unfor- 
tunately the resolutions were not put into practice. The resources for agricul- 
tural programs were diverted to industrial projects. For example, the agro- 
industrial complex at Cumere for the processing of peanuts, the automobile plant-- 
both now at a standstill--and the highway from Bissau to the airport, which at 
present provide no economic benefits. Those investments made in industry and the 
highway should have gone into agriculture. If that had been done, there could 
have been some progress by now because a considerable amount was invested in those 
projects. Also, as you know, we give a certain level of priority to private 
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activity because it is something that still is not easy, and, in order to increase 
production, we also give priority to this type of initiative, so that they can 
increase production and have an opportunity to create some financing and improve 
the population's food intake. We're doing that as an incentive to work harder. 

In this policy that we're carrying out, we're trying to move the people from the 
cities to the country. 


A person who produces more earns more. We have to provide an incentive to get 
people into the country. There is also private initiative, which we're encouraging. 


[Question] Mr President, does this policy also extend to commercial activity? 


[Answer] Yes. With the lack of organization that still exists in the governmental 
sector, the government can't deal with everything right now, There are many 
things we have to leave in private hands because we tried an experiment that pro- 
duced poor results. When the government imported everything and then distributed 
it, it was not very well received, and the private merchants are practically 
disappearing little by little because they have no chance to support themselves, 
and pay employees and taxes; and it's necessary for that to happen right now. 
Possibily, with the expansion of agricultural production the government will be 
able to manage everything, export and import everything, but right now that's not 
possible. The policy is that the government should import large items; private 
parties can handle small things. 


[Question] What are the prospects for obtaining external financing that will make 
it possible to carry out extensive development and solve the country's food-supply 
problem? 


[Answer] That is another of our intentions. We have several plans for obtaining 
financing abroad, and we have obtained some, including some aid. The People's 
Republic of Korea is helping with the development of production of rice, corn, 
and other crops. Other countries are carrying out research concerning agricul- 
tural production. In the Bafata region, they are experimenting at a rice planta- 
tion that yields two crops a year. And that program that you saw in Canchungo; 
that is, teaching the farmers modern methods of working the land. It's a new 
experiment, and it's also being done in Bafata. We also want to try it in the 
southern areas where there's more farming; but right now we're having problems 
with financing. 


We're making contact with the governments of various countries and with banks to 
see if we can obtain some financing. I should visit the Arab countries with a 
plan for agricultural development. If we can increase farm production, it will be 
the best means of achieving some stability in the economic sphere; for with the 
lack of rain these last 2 years, production has fallen considerably, and we're 
importing more than we export. Therefore, it's very important for us, on the 
basis of our reality and the reality of the world today, to put agriculture first 
in our development plans. That's why I said at the beginning of the interview 
that if we'd devoted the resources inyested in industrial projects to agriculture, 
we would now have greater development, and our food-supply problem would be nearing 
a solution. 
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You know that Guinea-Bissau's coastal waters are rich in fishery resources; and 
according to studies we can take some 200,000 tons of fish a year without reducing 
their capacity to reproduce themselves. But this country still has no infrastruc- 
ture for an undertaking of that scope, which would help to satisfy domestic needs 
and provide a surplus for export, At any rate, our development plans take this 
wealth into account. 


Training of Cadre 


[Question] A great deal of emphasis has been placedtn improving the ideological 
and political skills of the party's cadre and membership, on the creation of 
schools, and the training of cadre. Could you give us specific examples of what 
you're planning to do? 


[Answer] That is one of the fundamental issues we're facing right now. Because 
previously some cadre were sent--and we're still sending them--to be trained 
abroad, in such countries as Cuba, the Soviet Union, and the GDR; but we're think- 
ing about training instructors, teachers from Guinea-Bissau. The reason is that 
some comrades come from friendly countries--instructors, etc.--but later they leave. 
We want to train teachers in order to have continuity in the schools in the capital, 
in the outlying areas; for we still don't have it, nor have the teachers reached 
the interior of the country. We want education to reach the countryside, the most 
isolated regions of the country; and it should be with our own cadre. 


We also think we have to raise the cultural, political, and ideological level of 
the party's members and leaders. This was set forth in one of the resolutions 
adopted at the extraordinary congress. All leaders should go to school, not only 
for political/ideological training, but also for cultural training. It is one of 
the best means, one of the best ways, to raise the party and its leaders to the 
level of their responsibility so that they can deal with all party tasks anywhere. 
That is one of the things the PAIGC leadership is resolutely determined to do; 
that is, to properly train the cadre. 


[Question] When you insist that the socialist countries, especially the Soviet 
Union, are natural allies, what do you mean? 


[Answer] We say that because they were allies yesterday, and they're allies today, 
for we're still fighting, and we have the help of the socialist countries. We 
believe that because we have the same objective, the same struggle against im- 
perialism and colonialism. We can't count on any other world power than the 
socialist camp, our allies who always have given us aid and who are continuing to 
give it to us. 


We now also have normal relations \; th other governments in the world, but we al- 
ways draw a distinction between those governments and the socialist countries. 

We insist that the socialist camp is our natural ally, allied at all times, under 
all circumstances. For this reason we're determined to further increase our co- 
operation with them, because whether they want to or not, the only way to bring a 
people to happiness is the socialist way. That"*s the reason for our reaffirmation 
that the socialist countries are our natural allies.

PAPER CRITICIZES SEYCHELLES ALLEGATIONS

[Text] Twice in 4 months, Mr France Albert Rene of the Seychelles had 
made allegations that the government of Kenya was involved in an attempt 
to overthrow his socialist government. 


The government of Kenya pursues a consistent policy of peaceful coexistence 
with her neighbours and does not interfere with the internal affairs of 
other countries. It is out of the question, and certainly untrue that | 
Kenya has been involved in any way in any attempt to overthrow the govern- 
ment of the Seychelles. 


In view of the allegations--obviously meant to discredit this country--it 
seems relevant now to examine the motives underlying this campaign of 
villification. It is a well-known tactic of slander and villigatin that 
allegations are made and publicised for a purpose, and the purpose is 
usually to paint one's enemy as black as possible. That sort of campaign 

is meant to destroy the people at whom it is aimed, and so the mere publica- 
tion of damaging falsehood is an end in itself. 


In intelligence and other circles, it is sufficient to say that a relation 
of somebody, say a sister, is a woman of easy virtue, and the stigma stays 
despite later denials. 


That appears to be the tactic being used by the Seychellois president and 
his socialist friends. They hope to tarnish and blemish the good name of 
Kenya at a time when our head of state is chairman of the Organisation of 
African Unity. 


If they can succeed in casting aspersions and doubts about this country's 

sensible economic and political policies, then not only would they isolate 
Kenya, but also those other nations in Africa whose policies are akin to 

Kenya's. 


It is another tactic of the enemies of Kenya to try to create suspicion 


between the head of state and his ministers and, indeed, this tactic has 
been tried before. 
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Many people will remember the Muthemba trial--a trial sanctioned by the 
former attorney-general, Mr James Karugu. It was a farce, for there was 

no conspiracy to overthrow the government of Kenya and the purpose of the 
accusation was to tarnish the name of one individual in the government and 
to conjure up an image of a government which did not have the total loyalty 
of some of its ministers. 


Who, then, are the masterminds of this vacuous campaign of villification? 
They are the Soviet Union and their socialist friends in East Africa, and 
inside Kenya. 


In view of their persistent efforts to cause a state of ferment in Kenya, 
perhaps it would be useful to examine their characteristics a little more 
closely. 


The Soviet Union is known to have been financing the demonstrations at 
the university here. They are also known to be largely responsible for 
the recent calls by isolated individuals for fundamental changes in Kenya. 


In their futile campaign, the Soviets have been aided and abetted by at 
least two African socialist governments contiguous to Kenya. 


Internally, they have been assisted by some empiricist and machiavellian 
individuals. They will be named if necessary, but their description w:.11 
suffice for the time being. 


One is a socialist who has been receiving funds for his election campaigns 
from Russia via Czechoslovakia. He is an avowed enemy of the government 
and the system. The other is an unscrupulous individual who cares little 
about ideology or morality or propriety, provided he can further his 
unbridled lust for political power. 


Both individuals are known to have travelled to a neighbouring country 
recently when the campaign of slander and villification was planned. One 
of them travelled to the country in question using two motor cars in order 
to escape surveillance. These, indeed, are the enemies of Kenya who are 
prepared to enlist outside political support for their own selfish ends. 


A third individual who is inextricably involved in this campaign against 
the government of Kenya is a lawyer of Indian extraction who maintains 
close links with the Seychellois Government. He feels he has scores to 
settle with at least two members of the government. 


The complex maze of the unholy alliance of people of disparate interests 

is completed by the disclosure from usually reliable sources that one of 

the people responsible for spreading the malicious campaign is in fact an 
agent of former Uganda president, Godfrey Binaisa. 


The Binaisa group have scores to settle with some individuals in the govern- 
ment whom they consider responsible for our government's decision not to 
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allow Binaisa to remain in Kenya, from where he hoped to carry out a 
campaign of subversion against Uganda. 


And something ought to be said about the manner in which the matter was 
raised in Parliament. The member who raised it must have known that it 
is one thing to accuse some individuals in the government of Kenya for 
having acted against the interests of Kenya, and another to produce a 
telexed news item as the sole proof of the accusation. 


However, there was a general air of expectation and apparent orchestration 
among some of the radicals who raised one question after another under the 
pretext of substantiation. It is important that the floor of our supreme 
law-making institution should not be used for character assassination. And 
that is what the Seychellois affair was all about. 


The most significant thing about the incident in Parliament, though, was 
the absence of any comment from the leader of government business, who 
would not bother to comment on the issue although he was present during 
the discussion. Can the leader of government business correctly remain 
aloof and seemingly neutral when the government whose business he leads 
in the house is under such damaging attacks from its enemies? 


It is important that the public should be informed of these things because, 
although the individuals who are collaborating with foreign interests to 
besmirch the good name of Kenya think they are furthering their own personal 
interests, in effect what they are doing is to attack the very foundation 

of our political system and stability primarily as the agents of Russia 

and her client states in Africa.

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AIR MAURITIUS REGISTERS PROFIT FOR FISCAL YEAR

WHILE most world air- 
lines report huge losses 
recently, one of the 
world’s smallest air- 
lines, Air Mauritius, 
achieved a profit of 
R6SO 000 in the first 
half of the current fi- 
nancial year. ' 

The airline makes no 
secret that its return to 
the South African ser- 
vice is the reason for its 
sudden profits, a factor 
which Marxist leader, 
Mr Paul Berenger, will 
have to take into ac- 
count if he wins the 
general election in the 
island later this year. 

Air Mauritius, whic? 
flies a twice-weekly 70’ 
service to South Africa, 
as well as flights to 
London, Bombay aad 
Reunion and Rodrigues 
islands, is in the black 
after accumulating big 
losses in the previous 
two years. 

The current profit 
compares with a loss of 
nearly R2,2-million last 
financial year and Rl- 


million in the 1980 fis- 
cal year.

A spokesman for Air 
Mauritius said: “The 
accumulated profit for 
the current financial 
year could rise to R2- 
million if everything 
. es well.” 

‘The airline continues 
to make a profit, de- 
spite the drop in pass- 
enger traffic, in com- 
formity with the world- 
wide trend, from a 
round 27 000 in 1980/1. 
to an estimated 24 000 
in the current year. 

Despite the trend, Air 
Mauritius’ profitability 
was positive, and this 
was mainiy due to the 
re-introduction of the 
South African service 
after a four-year break, 
said H Tirvengadum, 
the chairman. 


The withdrawal of 
the second weckly fre- 
quency on the London 
route had helped re 
duce company losses, 
but even the once-week- 
ly service to London 
was not profitable be- 
cause the majority of 
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Passengers travelled at 
the special group fare. 
Another problem was 
the decline of traffic on. 
the inter-is!and services 
to Rodrigues in the In- 
dian Ocean. 

Mr Tirvengadum said 
candidly that the twice- 
weekly service to South 
Africa, together with 
the replacement of the 
old 707 with a new one, 
and improved cabin ser- 
vice were the main fac- 
tors for the new profit- 
ability of the company. 

It was interesting to 
note, he said, that 35 
percent of the passeng- 
ers flying in and out of 
Mauritius travelled by 
Air Mauritius.

He cal- 
led the decision “very un- 
fortunate” and said: “If the 
report is accurate, then it is 
exaggerrated. Mr Garoéb 
is the President of the 
organisation. What can 
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prevent the President from 
asserting this authority?”. 

Mr Garoéb, he said, “did 
not indicate he had any 
problems with the rest of 
us, when we met with Mr P 
W Botha.” He said that the 
NNF leadership would be 


contacting Mr Garoéb 
soon to find out what was 
happening. 


“We have always had 
understanding for his posi- 
tion, we have always gone 
the extra mile. I cannot see 
how the other parties can 
be blamed for his breaking 
away, there must be other 
reasons,” he said. 


Mr Katjiuongua also 
told The Advertiser the 
leaders in the NNF would 


be meeting in the next few 
days to discuss the situa- 
tion. 

It was also decided at 
the congress that the 
cooperation with the NDP, 
under the leadership of Mr 
Kalangula who recently 
left the DTA, was not ex- 
cluded.

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THE DECLINE in 
the fishing industry has 
led to a financial squeeze 
for Kuisebmond, the 
Black township outside 
Walvis Bay.

Mr Vermaak _ says: 
“Underutilisation of

on the sources of income of 
th Black township of 
Kuisebmond.” 
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The current population 
of Kuisebmond was es- 
timated as 8 107 people, 
2275 of whom were ac- 
commodated in the 
Owambo Compound. This 
contrasts with the 8 106 
people who could be ac- 
commodated in the com- 
pound. The single quarters 
can accommodate 628 
people, but only 602 are 
\presently being housed. 
Accommodation in flats is 
also underutilised, with 209 
people being accom- 
modated in flats intended 
for 294 people. 

Mr Vermaak said that 
40 of the rooms in the old 
single quarters had been 
modified for occupation by 
women with or without 
dependants. 131 people 
were accommodated there 
at present. 
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THERE IS 
widespread anger in the 
mining community 
about a recent recruit- 
ment drive by the South 
African parastatal, 
Sasol. 

Mr Deon Hugo, General 
Manager of Oamites Min- 
ing Company, told The 
Advertiser Sasol was “not 
playing the game”. Other 
sources in the mining in- 
dustry have claimed that 
the drive is in direct con- 
tradiction to the sympathy 
expressed by the Prime 
Minister of SA, Mr P W 
Botha, for the skilled man- 
power shortage in 
Namibia. 

When business leaders 
met Mr Botha iast week, 
they raised the issue of 
Whites leaving the Ter- 
ritory. Both Mr Botha and 
his Foreign Minister, Mr 
Pik Botha, undertook “to 
do all in their power to 
relieve the situation by 
mobilising individual State 
departments in South 
Africa to help,” according 
to Mr Johnny Hamman, a 
member of the delegation 
which met Mr Botha. 


Sasol, while not being a 
State department, is very 
closely tied to the South 
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African 


In the third week of 
February, Sasol embarked 
On a recruitment drive in 
Windhoek, Swakopmund 
and Tsumeb, for trained 
and trainee artisans. A 
Sasol team visited each 
centre to interview and test 
applicants. The team also 
visited Upington. The visits 
were accompanied by an 
advertising campaign in 
the local press and some 
SA Sunday newspapers. 

The drive comes at a 
time when the Namibian 
mining industry is ex- 
periencing serious 
problems, with base metal 
prices low on the inter- 
national market and 
technical personnel at a 
premium. 

Mr W H Bailie, General 
Manager of the Chamber 
of Mines: “If people con- 
tinue leaving at the rate 
they are, we won't be able 
to retain the desirable level 
of technical personnel.” 

According to Mr Hugo 
of Oamites, the company 
had to “raise artisan 
salaries higher than their 
evaluation in order to stay 
competitive.” 

Various mining industry 
sources felt it was unfair of 
Sasol to exploit the situa- 
tion by luring away scarce 
manpower with offers of 


Government. 


"Mining Community Angered"'] 


100 percent housing loans 
and other benefits. It was 
also felt in some quarters 
that Sasol was benefiting 
from the political uncer- 
tainty, which meant that 
that skilled personnel were 
keen to leave. 

Mr Bailie said there was 
nothing much that could be 
done: “Whatever we do 
may be counterproductive. 
We can only draw our 
main personnel from SA, 
and if we institute some 
sort of embargo we might 
be harmed ourselves.” 

A spokesman from 
Sasol in Johannesburg told 
The Advertiser, however, 
that the drive was not very 
successful. 

“We won’t go to South 
West again”, he said. 

“It’s not worth the 
money”. 

All in all, only six people 
were recruited on the drive. 
“Many of the people we in- 
terviewed were old appli- 
cants, who we had not had 
the chance to interview 
before,” he said. 

Asked to comment on 
the criticism of the recruit- 
ment drive from local 
mines, the spokesman said 
it was unfair to dis- 
criminate against Sasol. 

“We have the same 
problem of a manpower 
shortage in SA, it is not 
limited to SWA.” 
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DETAILED 
proposals for the crea- 
tion of employment in 
Namibia have been 
made by the Namibi: 
Institute for Economic 
Affairs. 


The proposals are con- 
tained in a memorandum 
presented to the Prime 
Minister, Mr P W Botha, 
last week. The memoran- 
dum was originally 
presented to the Ministers’ 
Council and was prepared 
in November last year. 

The memorandum 
touches on various sectors 
of the economy and makes 
suggestions for employ- 
ment creation. in each. In 
agriculture, for instance,he 
Institute talks of the advan- 
tages of clearing the 
ground by hand.

Meanwhile, Swabank’s 
operation as a commercial 
banking institution com- 
mences on April 1. 


RESIGNATIONS 
Mr Blohm also an- 
nounced that four 
Swabank Directors had 
resigned, three of them to 
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join the new Volkskas 
bank in Windhoek which is 
now owned in the majority 
by a local consortium of 23 
entrepreneurs. 

Mr Piet Botha, Manag- 
ing Director of Swabank 
will assume the same 
production at Volkskas, 
which is to have another 
name next month. 

Mr Coen Brand resigned 
from the Board “for per- 
sonal reasons”, said Mr 
Blohm. 

Messrs Andries 
Pretorius and York Von 
Schutz have both been ap- 
pointed to the Board of 
Volkskas. | 

These changes have 
reduced the number of 
Directors of Swabank to 
four — Mr EG Blohm, Mr 
J von Wittgenstein, 
Managing Director, Mr 
Ulrich Schmid, and Dr 
Gunther Schmitz-Linnartz. 

Swabank’s articles of as- 
sociation provide for at 
least seven and a max- 
imum of 12 directors. 

Mr Biohm said it was in- 
tended to fill the existing 
vacancies as soon as possi- 
ble from within the ranks 
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of existing shareholders in 
SWA or new shareholders. 

Three of the existing 
Directors are Dresdner 
bank officials, and Mr 
Blohm is the institution’s 
nominated Chairman on 
the Board. 

Three of those who have 
resigned have gone across 
to Volkskas. 

Concluding his brief 
statement to the 
shareholders Mr Blohm 
said: “I wish to appeal to 
shareholders, clients and 
the personnel of the bank 
not to be swept away by 
shortlived emotional con- 
siderations, but to be 
patient for a while and then 
to judge their investment 
and their bank once the 
new management has been 
fully installed and _ the 
widened scope of the bank 
becomes operative. 

“It is still my belief that 
in the long run_ the 
partnership between the 
Namibian business com- 
munity, shareholders and a 
powerful European bank- 
ing and financial group will 
be of immense benefit to 
our country and its peo 
ples.” 
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THERE HAS been a 
call to German-speaking 
citizens to protest 
against the German 
radio service. 


The call, in a_ recent 
advertisement in the Al- 
Igemeine Zeitung, was 
published by a group call- 
ing itself the “Citizens 
Initiative for Keeping the 
German Radio Service in 
SWA Clean” 
(Burgerinitiative zur 
Reinerhaltung des Deut- 
schsprachigen Rundfunks 
in Sudwestafrika). The 
advertisement was signed 
hy a Mr Hans Giinther 
Seifer. 

The group takes par. 
ticular exception to 
programmes that come 
from the Federal Republic 
of Germany and are 
broadcast during pnme 
time without commentary. 
It claims that “for- 
nography, youth 
criminality, child prostitu- 
tion, drugs, Boney M, 
racial integration, etc are 
cultural political ideals in 
West Germany at the mo- 
ment”. 

Two examples of objec 
tionable programmes are 
mentioned in the advertise 
ment: In a programme 
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about the development of 
German radio drama, the 
“Plagiarist Brecht is 
praised excessively, while 
the radio serials of the 
period 1933 to 1945 are 


represented as ‘valueless 
H {3 ° cies’.” 


In another programme, 
which dealt with the con- 
troversial “W annsee- 
conference”, a non- 
German is the commen- 
tator, and this the group 
finds objectionable. 


The group also objects 
to the use of foreign music: 

“If I want to listen to 
English music, the respec- 
tive channel in SWA for in- 
stance, I can switch to the 
respective channel in 
SWA”, the advertisements 
says. 

When The Advertiser 
contacted Mr _ Jirgen 
Hecker, Superintendent of 
the German Service of 
SWABC, he told us he had 
not heard from either Mr 
Seifert or his group. He 
declined to comment on 
the allegations made by the 
group, since it was 
SWABC policy not to res- 
pond to criticism not made 
directly to the service. 

At the time of going to 
press, The Advertiser had 
not been able to trace Mr 
Seifert for comment. 
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THE SA Government 
has earmarked Rib for 
economic aid to 
Namibia for the coming 
financial year.

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a Totally New Ball Came") SA Heading for 
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THE EVENTS ir. the 
SA National Party dur- 
ing the past week were 
nothing new but were 
certainly healthy. 


The history is a fairly 
long one and is now 
leading us to dimensions 
that were almost beyond 
imagination a mere decade 
ago. 

Indeed, SA is heading 
politically for a totally new 
ball game. . 

The first cracks in the 
NP started ironically two 
decades ago during Prime 
Minister Hendrik 
Verwoerd’s term of office, 
but were relatively minor. 
The uneasiness was rather 
more about Verwoerd’s 
quest to draw English- 
speakers into the then ex- 
clusivist Afrikaans- 
speaking NP than about 
White Black relations. 

True, there were some 
who as early as 1959 ob- 
jected vehemently to 
Verwoerd’s aim of setting 
up independent homelands 
in SA, but they kept a 
relatively low profile. 
Trouble really started in 

late 1966 and early 1967 
when PM John Vorster 


picked up the same nettle 
as Verwoerd on the White 
unity question, but pushed 
it much harder. In an im- 
portant speech in Heilbron 
Mr Vorster made it clear 
that he would refuse to 
deceive any  English- 
speakers who subscribed to* 
his policies “and nobody 
must expect it of me.” 

This led to and 
culminated in 1969 to the 
reactionary speech in 
Parliament by former 
Cabinet colleague Dr 
Albert Hertzog. Dr Hert- 
Z0g contrasted the 
Afrikaner with his 
Calvinistic background to 
the English-speaker with 
his liberal way of life. The 
message was clear: “The 
paths of the two groups are 
different and there can be 
no place in the party for 
aliens.” 

Mr Vorster repudiated 
Dr Hertzog, accusing him 
of insulting the English- 
speakers. This subsequent- 
ly led to the expulsion from 
the NP caucus of Dr Hert- 
zog along with three 
others. And in turn it lead 
to the establishment of the 
HNP. It also led to the 
rightists taking a radical 
line on race relations. 
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CRUNCH 
Dr Andries Treurnicht, 
as Editor of the Pretoria 


afternoon newspaper. 
Hoofstad, backed the 
rightest elements 


throughout this period but 
when the crunch came 
decided to remain in the 
NP. His greatest concern 
was that a significant split 
in the NP might be ex- 
tremely damaging to 
Afrikaner unity and that 
those read out the party 
might become politically 
impotent. 

Dr Treurnicht caused 
ruptions within NP ranks 
for the next three years un- 
til he became MP for 
Waterberg. It is claimed 
that he was deliberately 
drawn into Parliament by 
John Vorster to neutralise 
him as an influential news- 
paperman and to bring him 
under the discipline of the 
Party Whips. ae 

Vorster’s strategy, if it 
was genuinely deliberate, 
worked extremely well. 
Treurnicht remained in the 
relative background for a 
full decade. Also during a 
period of important un- 
folding of Black Homeland 
policy which was not 
always in line with conser- 





vative Nationalist thinking 
and which otherwise 
Treurnicht might have 
fought tooth and nail. 
Vorster indeed went 
even further; he appointed 
Treurnicht to a junior 
ministerial post involved 
with Black affairs, thus 
preventing Treurnicht from 


setting overall direction but” 


also preventing him from 
becoming a party rebel. 
Treurnicht furthermore 
had to carry the bulk of the 
blame for the 1976 Soweto 
and other riots. 

PM Piet Botha applied 


the same strategy equally 


astutely. Treurnicht has 
been given the most minor 
Cabinet posts since Botha 
tock office four years ago, 
in fact almost to the point 
of insult. Particularly so 
since Treurnicht was leader 
of the NP in the Transvaal, 
the most important 
province politically to the 
NP. 


DRIVEN OUT 

The indications are that 
Dr Treurnicht and his 15 
dissidents (previously 21) 
were driven out of the NP 
during the past few days 
through relatively careful 
planning on the PM’s part. 
In fact Botha with his 
history aS a_ party 
organiser has shown 
himself to be brilliant in 
handling this kind of 
operation. 

I spoke to the Prime 
Minister last Wednesday 
night about the matter (the 
22 had walked out the 
caucus that morning) and 
he seemed anything but 
dishevelled about the mat- 
ter. On the contrary, he 
told me that he felt that the 
MPs concerned should do 
what they felt was right. 

“I cannot make up their 
minds for them,” he told 
me. 

His unexpected arrival 
at the Transvaal NP Head 
Committee meeting last 


Saturday in which he for- 
midably turned the table 
against the Treurnicht 
group on their own ground 
was also extremely impres- 
sive. 

There is every reason in- 
deed to believe that Mr 
Botha wanted to rid 
himself of what until now 
has been an_ albatross 
around his neck; now he 
can move ahead with the 
reformist or progressive 
policies at a greater pace — 
creating greater stability in 
the sub-continent and in- 
creased prosperity. 

Many Whites fear tha 
Botha is leading them to a 
sellout, but that is not the 
case. Much ado is being 
made about the interpreta- 
tion of the words “power 
sharing”, but by the use of 
this Botha means “joint 
responsibility” with other 
races without the Whites 
sacrificing their own self- 
determination. Besides, 
there is hardly space left 
for SA to move: the choice 
is rapidly becoming one of 
cooperation or confronta- 
tion. 

SLOW DEATH 

The road ahead for 
Botha however will not be 
easy going. The problems 
of State are considerable. 
Moreover, the NP can ex- 
pect to face its first real op- 
position in Parliament and 
beyond in more than 20 
years. The old United 
Party died a slow death 
while neither the PFP nor 
the NRP have been real 
factors in SA _ White 
politics. 


The opposition to the 


right of the NP is now for- 
midable and former NP 
Cabinet Minister Connie 
Mulder is probably correct 
in saying that “the White 
conservative backlash that 
started as a trickle has now 
become a flood and is 
threatening to break the 
dam wall.” 
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"Nor should Botha un- 


derestimate the role that 
the ghosts of the past can 
potentially play in under- 
mining him. Foremost is 
former State President 
John Vorster who has 
come out clearly in the 
Treurnicht side, perhaps 
not so much because 
Vorster agrees with Treur- 
nicht, but probably 
because he wants to get his 
revenge against Botha. 
Botha engineered Vorster’s 
ousting as State President 
and through the Erasmus 
Commission had much of 
the blame for the Informa- 
tion scandal attributed to 
Vorster. 

Another figure whom 
Botha flattened was Mr SL 
Muller. 

Mr Botha furthermore 
removed the likes of Mr 
Jimmy Kruger, Dr Schalk 
van der Merwe and Mr 
Braam Raubenheimer 
from the politics of real 
power to the politics of the 
backroom. 

One short-term consola- 
tion for Botha is that 
Treurnicht’s options are 
limited. Treurnicht has 
restricted leverage within 
the Head Committee of the 
Transvaal NP to turn the 
tables against Botha; last 
Saturday Treurnicht 
managed to get the support 
of a mere 36 members of a 
possible 230. Treurnicht 
sympathisers in the other 
provinces will probably 
want to wait and see for 


‘the time being, fearing the 


political wilderness. By the 
same token, it is unlikely 
that Treurnicht would 
want to try and tur the 
tables at the Transvaal NP 
congress, fearing a reoc- 
currence of Saturday’s dis- 
aster. 

So the best that he can 
do is to start a new party 
and hope that in the 
foreseeable future he will 
be able to raise substantial 
grass roots support. 
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FIRST TEST 

The first test of that sup- 
port may however come 
fairly quickly, especially if 
there is a referendum later 
this year or early next year 
on whether the country 
should accept the Presi- 
dent’s Council’s _con- 
Stitutional recommenda- 
tions or not. The chances 
are though that Botha will 
get a resounding “yes” in 
the referendum and that he 
will not hesitate to imple- 
ment the new constitution 
with all its ramifications 
without going to the elec- 
torate. 

Thereafter Dr  Treur- 
nicht and indeed even PFP 
leader Fredrick van Zyl 
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Slabbert may become quite 
irrelevant in the political 
debate of SA. Mr Botha 
will probably become the 
new executive State Presi- 
dent with awesome powers 
and the debate in the con- 
stitutional debating 
chambers will be between 
the majority party among 
Whites, the majority party 
among Coloureds and the 
majority party among 
Asians. 

All in all, it appears that 
SA is politically on the 
crest of a new era. 

But equally, it won't be 
without militant White 


nationalism, perhaps on a 

scale in SA that we have

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THE prevailing 
drought in SWA and the 
depressed marketing 


conditions for Karakul 
are the main aspects 
which will influence 
the meat market in the 
Territory during 1982. 

This was indicated in the 
latest report from the SWA 
Meat Board, released in 
Windhoek this week. 

In the report Mr HW 
Kreft, Manager of the 
SWA Meat Board, es- 
timated that a total of 
250,000 head of cattle will 
be sold during 1982, as op- 
posed to 479,648 in 1981. 
The depressed Karakul 
pelt market, on the other 
hand, was expected to 
stimulate the market for 
mutton and an expected 
550,000 sheep would be 
marketed in 1982. This 
figure, although lower than 
the record of 750,605] in 
198i, was still higher than 
the average of 300,000 
over the last couple of 


years. 
Producers were recom- 
mended to _ distribute 
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marketing as evenly as 
possible over the year and 
to be prepared to market 
sheep at the more remote 
markets to meet the plan- 
ned marketing figures. 

According to the report, 
SWA, would be dependent 
entirely on South African 
markets for the next few 
years for the marketing of 
cattle. The stable market 
which has been built up in 
England for the sale of cor- 
ned beef was seriously 
threatened by the un- 
satisfactory relation 
between internal prices and 
those abroad. 

SWA had to export an 
average of 90 percent of its 
annual cattle production, 
Mr Kreft said, and 
producers would have to 
analyse their production 
strategy to ensure a viable 
market. 

Beef prices were ex- 
pected to stabilise and re- 
main on more or less the 
same level after the in- 
crease in the second half of 
1980 and the report stres- 
sed the importance of ef- 
fective production plan- 
ning. 
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A REQUEST by the 
SA Minister of the 
Interior, Mr Chis 
Heunis, that the area on 
the Walvis Bay side of 
the Swakop River 
mouth be developed as a 
holiday resort by a 
private land developer 
has been rejected by the 
Welvis Bay Town 
Council. 


The Town Council un- 
animously rejected the re- 
quest and the Town Clerk 
of Walvis Bay, Mr J 
Wilken, motivated the deci- 
sion as follows: 


@ As a result of the poli- 
cy of the SWA Administra- 
tion in the past, Walvis 
Bay, as opposed to 
Swakopmund, had no holi- 
day facilities and the 
proposed development 
‘ould do nothing to 
change the situation. 

@ The developer seemed 
to be acting on the sup- 
position that Walvis Bay 
was an integral part of 
SWA, that this would re- 
main so in future and that 
residentia! areas therefo- 
re could be developed on 
an integrated basis. 

@ Should SWA in future 
have a marxist govern- 
ment, Walvis Bay would be 
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in exactly the same posi- 
tion regarding holiday 
facilities as it was at pre- 
sent. 

@ Commerce in Walvis 
Bay would not benefit from 
the development of the 
proposed terrain, although 
the town would initially 
have to. subsidise the 
development. 

@ The public would be 
deprived of one of the most 


important natural assets 
in the area. _ 
@ The supply of services 
in a place situated in the 
furthest corner of the 
enclave would be in- 
convenient and expensive 
for the Town Council. 


The Town Council 
debated the question for 
more than an hour and a 
verbatim report of the 
meeting was sent to the SA 
Minister of the Interior, Mr 
Chris Heunis, by whom the 
request was put to the 
Walvis Bay Town Council 


on behalf of the unknown 
developer. 


The Council also 
decided that the beach area 
between the southern point 
of Long Beach and the 
northern Municipal border 
should be reserved for 
future development by the 
Municipality.

SWAKOPMUND is 
to move away from 
rented housing for 
Blacks, in line with a re- 
cent Ministers’ Council 
policy decision. 


At a recent meeting of 
the City Council, it was 
decided that no more 
rented housing would be 
built in Mondesa, the Black 
township outside Swakep- 
mund. The Council also 
decided that it would make 
an urgent application to 
the Ministers’ Council for 
funds to finance a home- 
ownership housing scheme. 
The scheme will be open to 
people in any income 
bracket, but there will be 
special emphasis on the 
lower income group. The 
cutoff point will be an in- 


_come of R3 000 a year. 


The City Council has 
made it clear that it will 
have nothing to do with 
substandard housing, 
however. The City 
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Engineer has been man- 
dated to prepare three 
standard plans for submis- 
sion to the Ministers’ 
Council. It was also 


decided that if the 
Ministers’ Council refused 
to ratify the project, 


Swakopmund would 
withdraw ‘completely from 
the provision of housing 
for Blacks and leave it to 
the State. 

In the initial phase, 15 
houses are planned for 
Mondesa. It was also 
decided that the houses 
would be sold to inhabi- 
tants of Mondesa of more 
than 10 years standing, 
bearing in mind, however, 
the waiting list for family 
housing. hier 


The cost of the housing 
will be calculated to in- 
clude the full building cost, 
as well as 0,5 percent ad- 
ministrative charge. The 
new homeowners will be 
treated exactly the same as 
other homeowners in 
Swakopmund with respect 
to Municiapl charges, as 
well as rates.

"SOCIETY OF DEVELOPMENT’ ON POINT OF TAKING EFFECT 
Paris AFRICA AFP in English 19 Feb 82 pp 1-2, 3

[Text] Niamey--The social reorganisation dubbed "Society of Development" by 
Niger's President Seni Kountche when he took power almost eight years ago is 
on the point of taking effect. 


Its institutions, evolved in two years of thought and debate by a special 
National Commission, were explained last month to the officials of each of 
the Saharan country's seven administrative districts and to the press by Com- 
mission Chairman and Minister of Public Health and Social Affairs Moumouni 
Djermakoye Adamou. 


For Colonel Kountche's ruling Supreme Military Council the Society of Devel- 
opment cannot be compared with theoretical models or existing economic sys- 
tems: it is an original type of society, peculiar to Niger in its values, 
bases and approach. 


The general aim of the new institutions on a basis of "effective and volun cy 
participation of all social strata" is to assure a "policy of accelerated, 
coherent and harmonious development" of the nation. 


This month nationwide "Development Councils," linking all components of 
society through their respectige associations, start operating. At the base 
of the administrative pyramid, they will appoint members of a National 
Council. 


National Interest 


The National Council will have the task of suggesting to the Government "the 
fundamental options of the development policy" and can also be consulted by 
the Government on "any other question of national interest." 


The basic "development cell" is the village, whose inhabitants, 90 per cent 

of whom raise crops or livestock, are urged to take part in the national 
economy by outiining their needs, suggesting ways of fulfilling them and carry- 
ing out collective decisions. 
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Communal Help 


The two "motors" of the society of development, from village right through to 
national level, are the Samariya youth movements and the cooperatives. 
According to Government officials the Samariya are now present in all of the 
country's 9,000 villages, with the key function of providing organisation, 
communal help and solidarity. 


For the past few months Samariya members--60 per cent of the population of 
about 5 million is aged under 30--have been seen mobilising and training vil- 
lagers and residents of various urban districts in public works projects, in- 
cluding sewerage, the building of dispensaries and water storage facilities, 
and three-planting, or cultural and sporting activities. 


The Samariya have also been instructed to be “vigilant' and cooperate in main- 
taining security in its widest sense with the administrative and police 
authorities. 


the cooperatives, which have so far been set up in 60 per cent of villages 
and should be in every one within three months, organise the productive side 
of the rural communities. Their key status with the Samariya is shown by the 
fact that they hold half the seats in the local Development Councils, ensur- 
ing that they can never be outvoted by other bodies. 


These other bodies include Islamic associations--Niger is 95 per cent Moslem-- 
along with the Federation of Trade Unions (the country's only labour federation) 
and societies representing different social groups, like traders. 


By consensus the base councils nominate their delegates to the village or 
tribal councils, and so on up through the district and regional councils to 
the national body. 


Call to Women 


The National Council includes a member of the national bureau of every repre- 
sentative body. Women, for instance, through the Association of Women of 
Niger, are called upon to "participate fully" in national development, despite 
obstacles arising from traditional or religious customs. 


The various development councils are chaired either by traditional leaders, 
such as village or tribal chiefs, or state-appointed officials, such as mayors 
or department prefects. They have authority to undertake all activities of 
economic, social or cultural development. 


As Major Moumouni Djermakoye Adamou sees it, the "voluntary and effective 
participation" of the population in development constitutes a proper "appren- 
ticeship for democracy" for a population which is “not yet mature enough to be 
involved in politics." 
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Waking Them Up 


rhe military leadership questions how Niger's inhabitants, almost all of them 
rural, coming from different tribes scattered over a vast country of 1,227,000 
square kilometres (490,000 square miles), barely literate and with a low stan- 
dard of living, can "think politically." 


Thus the regime intends to give them responsibility and "wake them up" by 
allowing them to take charge, progresively and at their own level, of their 
development, thanks to a decentralised structure for "concertation, consulta- 
tion and participation." 


There is no question, at the moment, of establishing a political system simi- 
lar to that in developed countries. The Government which is still officially 
"provisional" and appointed by the Supreme Military Council, will continue to 
rule without a constitution or general elections. 


Political parties, labelled "clans of interests or ideologies," remain strictly 


banned as being factors in national division.

democracy. In several speeches he has uttered the same phrase: "The National 
Armed Forces intend in the near future to suggest bases for a new develop- 
ment which will meet the ideals of an adult and mature people." (A.F.P.)

/Article: The National Front in Somalia Declares Its Unity under a Single Front-- 
The Democratic Front for the Salvation of Somalia''/ 


/Text/ What is going on in Somalia? 


This question is perhaps most pressing at the current time, in the midst of the 
attempts that Siad Barre's regime is making to impose a blackout on the course and 
development of events. 


The dictatorial regime which has ignored the national sovereignty of the people of 
Somalia and has thrown itself headlong into the arms of American imperialism in 
the hopes of being protected from collapse no longer knows any way to eliminate 
maSS opposition or means to consolidate the regime and protect it from the wrath 
of the people but repression, terror, murder and the denial of democratic rights. 


The series of unnationalistic actions which Siad Barre's puppet regime has pursued 
is taced with an effective opposition on which we will attempt to shed light 
through a dialogue we have held with Dr Muhammad ‘Abdallah Gulayd, who occupied 

the position of director of rural health in the Ministry of Health until October 
1981, then leaving Somalia as part of an official delegation to a health conference 
in Peking and announcing that he had joined the Democratic Front for the Salvation 
of Somalia. 


Dr Gulayd began his discussion by stating, 


"For many long years the regime in Somalia has been depending on techniques of re- 
pression and terror, as well as pursuing a policy of division based on the principle 
of divide and rule, through the agencies of repression that have infiltrated into 
the heart of public departments and organizations. These are terrorist organiza- 
tions that are trying constantly to emasculate the voice of the opposition.

"In addition, its turn toward imperialism has been an attempt to protect its system 
and implant its foundations. Perhaps the contents of the political declaration the 
Democratic Front for the Salvation of Somalia has issued will cast much light on 
what is goi.u.z on in our country now. The declaration states that at the present 
time Somalia is passing through one of the worst periods in its history since polit- 
ical independence, as a consequence of the policies of Siad Barre's regime, which 
are antagonistic to the vital basic interests of the people. 


"The dictatorial regime, its dominance of the people, with their various social

Dozens of citizens face liquidation and threats 
every day and hundreds of them, including women and children, are undergoing 
torture in the regime's prisons. Hundreds of thousands of people have fled from 
the country in flight from oppression, tyranny and the spread of abuses in the 
form of bribery, embezzlement of the people's money, tribalism and nepotism." 


/Question/ What is the role of the nationalist forces? 


/Answer/ Repression and terror have not subjugated the people, with their various 
social classes and groups; to the contrary, the nationalist opposition has broad- 
ened. The ».tionalist forces have made repeated attempts to create political 
change and through the political and armed struggle they have been waging for a 
long time against the treasonous regime, they have been achieving noteworthy vic- 
tories and have yielded up a large number of heroic martyrs in the arena of the 
struggle. 


In these delicate circumstances, the unity of the opposition forces constitutes an 
essential, serious matter if one is to guarantee the reinforcement of the struggle 
for the salvation of Somalia and the attainment of final victory. 


Proceeding from the historic responsibility which the nationalist democratic Somali 
torces bear in performing their role of saving Somalia from dominance by the crim-

Mr ‘Abdallah Hashi Hirsi, assistant director of the front's office in Damascus, 
answered this question for us, stating, "The front is fighting in the domestic con- 
text to bring down the dictatorial regime and establish a democratic nationalist 
regime which will achieve the following goals: 


"A, Liquidating the phenomenon and the institutions of dictatorial rule and abro- 
gating the exceptional laws and legislation. 


"BRB. Setting forth a nationalist constitution and establishing a democratic parlia- 
ment, 


"C, Reorganizing the armed forces in order to get them to take part in building 
the nation and defending its sovereignty and independence, 


"DD. Granting the masses democratic freedoms in a manner guaranteeing that they 
exercise their rights to political, trade union and social activity. 

















"On the economic issues, it is necessary to realize: 
"Liberation of the domestic economy from subordination to foreign capital. 


"Establishment of a productive national economy in the context of a comprehensive 
development program. 


"Reconstruction, development and protection of national industries. 


"Attainment of an agrarian reform which will make it possible to increase agricult- 
ural production. 


"Concern for the development of fish and livestock resources. 
"Encouragement and development of the public sector. 


"Raising the citizens’ standard of living by raising the level of production and 
developing productive powers. 


"On social issues, we are striving to: 


"Combat and liquidate the roots of social evils in the form of tribalism, regional- 
ism, separatism and the like. 


"Combating the phenomena of bribery, embezzlement, favoritism and corruption in 
government agencies, 


"Bringing about a cultural revolution. 


"Spreading about education, attaining democracy in education and developing educa- 
tional programs on nationalistic and scientific bases. 


"Raising the level of health care, developing health organizations and expanding 
their scope in order to serve the people. 


"Developing the media and giving them a nationalist, democratic orientation which 
is hostile to colonialism, Zionism and racism. 


"Preserving the good religious, cultural and social traditions of the Somali people. 
"In the realm of foreign policy, we are working for: 

"Advancement of the policy of positive neutrality and nonalignment. 

"The struggle to have a permanent peace reign among the people of the region of 


the Horn of Africa, on foundations of the principles of good neighborliness and 
respect for national sovereignty. 


"Standing on the side of the causes of the peace, liberation and social progress 
of the peoples of the region of the Horn of Africa. 








"Supporting the Arab nation's struggle against the Camp David agreements and vari- 
ous imperialist, Zionist and reactionary schemes, for the sake of completing their 
liberation and achieving theizx social progress and democratic unity.

Joint Control 


We can't imagine why the Progressive Federal Party should be opposed to a 
joint management committee consisting of the PFP (three members), the National 
Party (two members) and the Independent Ratepayers' Action group (one). 


Unless, of course, the power-hungry PFP is trying to get outright control by 
winning over one of the non-aligned councillors who holds the balance of power. 


But even if Mr Koos Sadie, of the Southern Johannesburg Ratepayers' Associa- 
tion, were to give the PFP his support, the PFP would not be able to rule with 
a majority of one. 


For one thing, illness or absence could result in a complete deadlock at a 
council meetina. 


For another, what reliance could the PFP place on Mr Sadie's vote on key is- 
sues when he is a former Nationalist? 
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Furthermore, there is no way, in such a 
split council, for the PFP to implement 
any of its civic election promises to inte- 
grate public amenities like swimming 
pools. 

Qne independent Mr Keenan, won his 
ward on the platform that Alexandra 
Township should not be allowed to en- 
croach on Lombardy East/Kew, another, 
Mr Seiley, is actually a New Republic Par- 
ty member, and that party is against 
forced integration, and the third is Mr 
Sadie, who represents a Southern Sud- 
urbs ward which placed the PFP-at the 
bottom of a three-cornered contest. 

So if it cannot introduce its integrationist 
policies, what can the PEP do? 

The answer is place the city’s interests 
first and forget about ideological prefer- 
ences. 

And if the PFP places the city first, it will 
agree to joint rule, for that is the only 
way in which the council can avoid a se- 
ries of deadlocks which will make it lame 
and ineffectual. 

Mr Sadie should also think twice before he 
does anything that might give the PFP 
control. 

First, he is poles apart from the Progfeds 
in political and social outlook —- and so 
are the voters of his ward who returned 
him to the council. | 

Secondly, if he believes that politics should 
be pushed into the background, he 
should ensure that all-party cémtrof is in- 
troduced otherwise, if it is allowed to 
gain power, the PFP, which is radically 
oriented, will determine the city’s future. 

We don’t think Mr Sadie would want that. 

Come to think of it, what better way to 
ensure the city is non-political than to 
have a management committee in which 
politics cannot play a role because con- 
trol is shared?

Open KwaZulu Schools to All Races! 


DURBAN — Ihe Bu- 
thelezi Commission 
of Inquiry into the 
constitutional, politi- 
cal, economic and so- 
cial development of 
Natal-kwaZulu has 
recommended _ that 
schools in the area 
should be optionaliy 
open to all races and 
that there should be 
a single controlling 
administration. 

In its report, re- 
leased on Friday the 
commission said a sin- 
gle controlling adminis- 
tration would produce 
considerable adminis- 
trative savings and the 
highest efficiency in tbe 
use and development of 
facilities. 


The commission had 
heard evidence that 
both development plans 
and efficient use of 
existing facilities had 
been limited and in 


some cases delayed be- 
cause of uncertainties 
in planned development 
and the consequent de 
partmental reluctance 


to spend capital on 
necessary schools. 

The purpose of the 
single control was two- 
fold: it could avoid a 
significant (and expen- 
sive) level of adminis- 
trative duplication, and 
provide a pool of exper- 
t.se in administration, 
teacher-training, teach- 
ers and facilities. 

It would also mean 
an easier approach to 
an equalisation of 
available resources and 
a readier recognition 
that the future ad- 
equate growth of the 
area depended upon the 
fullest use of all its hu- 
man resources. 

It stressed the urgen- 
cy in the matter which, 
it said, became more ob- 
vious when the econom- 
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ics of the area and its 
relative productivities 
were considered. 

“The present posit- 
ion in Natal alone is 
that the annual addit- 
ion of people who, if 
they have reached it all, 
will not be able to sus- 
tain literacy in nearly 


60 percent of those en- 
tering sc ‘ool, which is 
approximately 6  per- 
cent per annum of the 
total Black South Afri- 
can population.” 

This meant that the 
major problem which 
existed at present of a 
high proportion of 
adults who could not 
acquire competitive 
skills needed for pro- 
ductivity in the first- 
world economy, would 
be a continuing feature 
in future. 

It was recognised 
that the existing in- 
equalities in available 
education were a major 


source of discontent, 
and therefore of poten- 
tial destabilisation in 
the area. . 

The comparative 
peace in schools during 
recent times had been 
due to policies followed 
by Inkatha, but the 
commission did not ac- 
cept that if the inequal- 
ities remained, success- 
ful persuasion against 
revolt could be repeat- 
ed. 


Neither did it accept 
that, although the ma- 
jor schooling of Blacks 
would be the responsi- 
bility of the kwaZulu 
department, the poss- 
ibly serious and violent 
consequences from 
gross inequalities 
would or could be con- 
fined to kwaZulu. The 
inter-dependence and 
inter-penetrations of 
the two areas was far 
too great for that to be 
possible. — Sapa. 





Separation 'Not in Best [nterests!

Eight Out of Ten Blacks Are Discontent 


DURBAN - There was significant 
evidence of an increase in expressed 
political discontent and anger, 
which was now present among be- 
tween seven and eight out of 10 
Blacks, the Buthelezi Commission 
found. 

Actual militancy and an attitude 
of confrontation appeared in be- 
tween three and four out of 10 
Blacks and the majority view ex- 
pressed was that African National 
Congress insurgents would receive 
sympathy and co-operation from 
most or many Blacks in South Afn- 
ca. 

In addition, said the report, the 
overwhelming majority of Blacks 
who appeared before the commis- 
sion spontaneously predicted viol- 
ence or adult social unrest on a 
large scale if meaningful policy re- 
form did not occur in the near fu- 
ture. 

The commission found that the 
high level of political discontent 
and the significant extent of ex- 
pressed militancy among Blacks in- 
dicated the urgency of the situa- 
tion. 

Popular sentiments, it said, ap- 
peared to be such as to create a cli-

“If this situation can

THE Buthelezi Commission’s report is a 
valuable document, in that it spells out 
problems and dangers that deserve care- 
ful consideration. 

However, although leading academics and 
businessmen served on the commission, 
including Mr Harry Oppenheimer, there 
is no way in which the report can be im- 
plemented. p 

For one thing, the Government did not 
participate in the commission's work, 
nor did it give evidence, nor will it accept 
its constitutional findings. 

For another, although the commission 
was appointed at the request of the Kwa- 
Zulu Assembly, KwaZulu has no power to 
act on its findings and Natal’s control- 
ling party, the New Republic Party, re- 
jects the recommendations. 


There appears to be strong support for the 


proposals among Natal business leaders, 
especially sugar barons, who would be 
able to exist quite comfortably under 
Black rule, but there is no reason to sup- 
pose that the White electorate in that 
province would go along with the propo- 
sals. 

The NREP, in fact, did not sign the report. 

The leader of the party in Natal, Mr Ron 
Miller, who was a member of the commis- 
sion, said the NRP could not accept a sin- 
gle legislature for Natal/KwaZulu 
elected by universal adult franchise ona 
proportional basis. 

Such a proportionally elected joint gov- 
ernment of Natal/KwaZulu of, say, 100 
members would comprise about 80 Black, 
ten Inciian, eight White and two Coloured 
repres2ntatives.

Minority groups would obviously have 
little say. 

Mr Vause Raw, the national leader of the 
party, also came out -trongly against the 
report's recommend.vtions, saying they 
amounted to a transter of power to an 
overwhelming numerical majority. 

The numbers issue is, of course, one that 
dominates all efforts to find a solution. 

The PFP’s federal plan fails because it 
would inevitably lead to majority rule. 
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The Buthelezi Commission's plan fails on 
the same score. 

The Government, while it is willing to ac- 
commodate Coloureds and Indians with- 
in the “White” constitutional set-up, is 
not prepared to bring Blacks into the sys- 
tem. 

But Blacks are more and more opposed to 
exercising their political rights via home- 
lands and independent Black States. 

And although they will receive self-rule at 
local level, this is not going to satisfy 
them in the long run. 

A feature of the Buthelezi Commission’s 
report is that it stresses the dangers of 
growing Black frustrations. 

It finds the need for political reform is 
urgent and warns that there is a growing 
potential for direct violent confrontation 
between extreme White and _ Black 
groups. 

In a way, Chief Buthelezi isin as much of a 
fix as the Government. 

He has ranged himself on the side of non- 
violence and his Inkatha movement is 
the only other movement, besides the 
ANC, that has significant or potential 
support. 

He must show that moderation can bring 
about a solution not just for KwaZulu 
but for the rest of the country. 

But if the Government rejects the commis- 
sion’s report out of hand, it will undercut 
a lot of Chief Buthelezi’s credibility. 

The Government, however, has a responsi- 
bility to its own electorate — and it can- 
not be deterred from doing what it con- 
siders in the country’s best interests 
sumply because there are dangers. 

Besides, its commitment is to the Presi- 
dent’s Council, and it will be that coun- 
cil’s recommendations, rather than the 
Buthelezi Commission's report, that it 
will have to consider in revising the con- 
Stitutional set-up. 

Nevertheless, the commission's report de- 
serves careful consideration by all bodies 
and experts who are concerned with the 
country’s future. 

We have not yet devised a solution which 
will be acceptable to all, but we shall! hay > 
to find one before time eventually runs 
out and the warnings by the commission | 
— and other bodies — become reality.

NGCK Still Remains Divided Into Ethnic Units

THE division of the Ned 
Geref Kerk into auton- 
omous ethnically-based 
units will remain for at 
least the next two 
years, the Federal 
Councii of the NG 
churches decided at a 
meeting to discuss uni- 
fication in Pretoria at 
the weekend. 

Because of the differ- 
ences of opinions which 
emerged at the meet- 
ing, the federal council 
appointed ane ad-hoc 
committee to investi- 
Zate tne question of 
church unity, which has 
to report back in two 
years’ time. 

The committee will 
clarify the concept of 
mother and daughter 
churches, with special 
attention to be given to 
achieving church unity 
and the ways of doing 
so 

Meanwhile the NG 
Sendingkerk and the 
Reform Church in Afri- 
ca (at present for 
Coloureds and Indians 
respectively) are to 
amalgamate. The NG 
Sendingkerk has, in 
fact, deproclaimed it- 
self an ethnic church 

The moderator of the 
White NG Ke-k, the Rev 
Kobus Potgieter, said 
the mother church had 


a difterent standpoint 
to the other three sister 
churches which were 
advocating a unified 
church 

But the NG Kerk took 
note of the fact that all 
the churches now re. 
jected the idea of an 
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over-arch federal type 
synod and the sister 
churches now, instead 
wanted another form of 
unity, he said. 

“We take note of this 
and will take the mem- 
orandums of the other 
churches very serious- 
ly,” he said. 

He promised the NG 
Kerk would discuss the 
matter of church unity 
at its next synod in Oc- 
tober and would, in the 
meantime, welcome all 
criticism of its stand- 
point. 

The Rev E M Mata- 
boge of the NG Kerk in 
Afrika, likened the atti- 
tude of the NG Kerk to 
a “a mother who has a 
daughter and then de- 
nies that daughter the 
right to be in the 
house.” 

“Let us not get our- 
selves into the same 


position the NG Kerkin 
Zimbabwe is in at pres- 
ent,”’ he said. 

It was “high time we 
look to the unity of our 
church.” 

The Rev D S Snyman, 
who presented the case 
for the NG Kerk, pro- 
posed maintaining the 
Status quo with the sep- 
arate churches being 
linked through’ the 
existing Federal Coun- 
cul of NG Churches. An 
authoritative joint syn- 
od for all four churches 
was not necessary, he 
said. 

The NG Kerk feared 
that decisions taken by 
such a joint synod 
might force its deci- 
sions on minority 
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groups which could 
then lead to strife. 
There was no need to 
Structure the unity of 
the church organisatio- 
nally, Mr Snyman said. 
It was only necessary to 
be “one in faith and one 
when approaching the 
government,” but the 
differences between 
people had to be accept- 
ed as an imperfect reali-

PROFESSOR DUGARD: U.S. "QUIET DIPLOMACY' FAILS TO PROMOTE REFORM

A POLICY of “quiet di- 
plomacy” by the Rea- 
gan Administration has 
failed to promote re- 
form in South Africa 
and may have allowed a 
return to more extreme 
forms of racial domina- 
tion, a professor in law 
says. 


“Clear signs of 
backsliding by the 
South African Govern- 
ment and a return to 
old style racial politics 
have appeared,’’writes 
Professor John Dugard, 
director of the Centre 
for Applied Legal Stu- 
dies at the University of 
the Witwatersrand in 
the Foreign Policy 
Magazine, published by 
the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International 
Peace. 


Prei Dugard says the 
Reagan Administrat- 
ion's quiet diplomacy is 
widely construed = as 
support for the status 
quo . 
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This is probably an 
unfair assessment, but 
the Reagan Adminis 
tration must learn from 
the failures of previous 
administrations that 
Pretoria does not al- 
ways, when it should, 
hear quiet diplomacy. 
At such times, Wash- 
ington can usefully 
raise its voice,” he said. 

Any momentum to- 
wards reform in the Re 
public has stalled and in 
recent Parliamentary 
sessions, South Africa 
has produced no legis- 
lative reforms. On the 
contrary, writes Prof 
Dugard, legislation con- 
ferring so-called inde- 
pendence on the Ciskei 
firmly extended apart- 
heid by arbitratily de- 
priving several million 
Ciskeians of their 
South African  citi- 
zenship. 

Racist statutes have 
been enforced with new 
Vigour and detentions 
without triai and police 
aggression are on the 
increase. 
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Asked to comment on 
the article, Prof Du- 
gard said the views he 
expressed then had 
been confirmed by the 
Reagan Administrat- 
ion’s lack of significant 
response to the death in 
detention of Dr Neil 
Aggett. This was in 
sharp contrast to the 
Carter Administrat- 
ion’s reaction to the 
death of Steve Biko. 

The South West Afri- 
ca settlement issue was 
the foca) point of US 
African foreign policg 
and they were ignoring 
South Africa's internal 
policies to the detri- 
ment of social justice in 
South Africa.” 

He also said he felt no 
optimism that the re- 
cent split in the nat- 
ional party would pro 
vide impetus towards 
reform.

However, when it became clear that Dr 
Treurnicht and his followers would not 
compromise, Mr De Klerk came out 
Strongly against the Transvaal leader 
and was mainly responsible for his de- 
feat. 

Mr De Kierk, as a party man through and 
through, would not have countenanced 
any rebellion against the national ieader 
and Prime Minister, nor did he. 
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It is in the nature of the man that his loy- 
alties are clear and his Nationalism, ac- 
quired from his late father, Cabinet Min- 
ister Jan de Klerk, is beyond question. 

He will make a good leader, a quiet man, 
steadfast in his convictions, but with an 
ability to project an image of strength 
and toughness when these two attributes 
are most needed. 

He is also a Minister who has impressed 
the Opposition with his debating skill 
and with his sound grasp of public 
affairs. 

Nevertheless, although he is the right man 
for the job of Transvaal leader, his task 
will be a daunting one. 

First of all, there is the split, the scars of 
which must be healed if the party is to 
close ranks and move forward in unity. 

Until now, he has been able to walk the 
tightrope of conflicting interests within 
the Transvaal party.

Furthermore, although the Prime Minis- 
ter has won the unanimous confidence of 
the Transvaal Head Committee, and fir 
De Klerk has emphasised there is solidar- 
ity between the Transvaal party and the 
party as a whole on a federal basis, the 
battle, in and outside the party, is far 
from over. 

The proposals which the Presideat’s Coun- 
cil will put forward late in April will 
cause further dissension and may lead to 
more defections. 

Mr De Klerk has promised to ensure “that 
the true policy of the National Party will 
be clearly and explicity expounded in the 
Transvaal.” 

We assume it is the policy which the Prime 
Minister has put forward, since Mr De 
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Klerk has virtually bound himself to that 
policy by his unequivocal support of the 
PM's interpretation. 

That leaves him with little room for man- 
ouevre in what must be a bitter battle at 
grassroots level and party congresses. 

Mr De Klerk must also know that the clos- 
ing of ranks within the party can only be 
temporary unless there is a clear and ac- 
ceptable vision of the future under any 
reformist programme. 

Also, that rivalries within the party have 
not been ended by the show of solidarity 
that followed Dr Treurnicht’s ousting. 

Meanwhile, outside the party, the Right- 
wing groups sense an even greater swing 
to them than they achieved in last year’s 
genera! election. 

Thus Mr De Klerk will not only have to 
restore and maintain unity within the 


Transvaal party, but fight off the grow- , 


ing challenge from the Right. 

Taking everything ..to consideration, it is 
a daunting task. 

Since we take up a centrist stand our- 
selves, we can understand his aims and 
motivations all the more.

@ That the emergen- 
cy legislation should be 
brought into effect only 
for limited periods 
when a serious threat

| Compulsory Education 


Compulsory education, first intro- 
duced in 1981, is being extended and 
now includes 250 schools and 70 000 
pupils. 

It is clear that compulsory education 
has a direct influence on the quality of 
education in Sub-standards. 

Pre-primary Education 

Pre-primary institutions which meet 
certain requirements will be subsidised 
by the department this year. The subsi 
will be R25 per pupil per quarter and will 
only apply to five-year-olds — those 
who turn six in 1982. In due course the 
subsidy will be increased to include three 
and four-year-olds. 


Primary Education 


Primary education will be upgraded in 
more schools in 1982. About 500 000 
pupils are already benefiting directly 
from this. The school readiness pro- 
gramme has been implemented in aimost 
all urban primary schools and the depart- 
ment is planning to introduce the pro- 
gramme at farm schools as soon as 
possible. 

The remedial education programme 
for handicapped pupils has been intro- 
duced at a further 20 schools, making a 
total of 104 schools with 3 500 pupils in 
remedial classes.

= teacher is required for every 25 pu- 
pils. 


Teacher Training 


The new East Rand College of Educa- 
tion, which opened in January, 1982. 
brings to eight the total number of col- 
leges under the jurisdiction of the de- 
partment. 

All pre-standard 10 teacher training 
courses are being phased out and the 
following three-year post standard 10 
courses were introduced this year: 

Pre-primary teacher's diploma; primary 
teacher's diplorna (junior primary or se- 
nior primary); secondary teacher's di- 
ploma (without degree subjects); sec- 
ondary teacher's diploma (with degree 
subjects); and technical teacher's di- 
ploma. 

Further training courses to enable tea- 
chers to improve their professional qual- 
ifications so that they can teach effecti- 
vely in secondary schools were 
introduced in 1981. More than 360 tea- 
chers attended these courses at Mabo- 
pane East, Soweto, Lange and Sebo- 
keng. This year the courses will also be 
held at Potchefstroom, Pietermaritzburg, 
Port Clizabeth and on the East Rand. 
Absut 1000 additional teachers will be 
involved. 
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Adult Education 


About 65000 students wil! be en- 
rolled at more than 350 centres this 
year. The department is considering 
practical Courses as part of the adult ed- 
ucation pro . This year particular 
attention will be given to improving the

Technical Education 


Several technical high schools using 
existing technical centres at Guguietu. 
ontein. Welkom and Port Eliza- 
beth, are being used to promote second- 
ary technical education leading to a tech- 
Secondary technical education wil! 
aiso be at Vanderbijipark and 
Germiston where the workshops of tech- 
nical centres will be used for the practi- 
Cal training. 

In Soweto. 12 secondary schools be- 
came comprehensive schools. offering 
both academic and technica! courses 

Three new technical colleges will open 
this r in Pietermaritzburg. Uitenhage 
and Katiehong (Germiston). The Depart- 
ment of Education and Training now has 
16 technical colleges. 


Building Programmes 


A total of 22 new primary schools 
(390 classrooms) and 31 secondary 
schools (714 classrooms) were built be- 
tween January 1981 and March, 1982. In 
the same time 885 classrooms were 
added to existing primary schools and 
226 to secondary schoois. 

A further 600 classrooms were built to 
meet the expansion of compulsory edu- 
Cation. 

The total number of classrooms built 
between January. 1981. and March. 
1982. was 2 815. 


Age Limits 


Regulations about age limits for pu- 
pils in certain classes were published in 
1981 and became effective in January 
this year. 

They are 16 years for primary schools. 
18 years for standards six, seven and 
eight. and 20 years for standards nine 
and ten

THERE is no doubt 
that throughout 1982 
and well into 1983 the 
South African balance 
of payments problem 
will force policy in the 
direction of fiscal stabi- 
lisation and restrictive 
monetary policy, Stan- 
dard Bank says in its la- 
test Economic Review. 

Analysing the inter- 
national] growth envir- 
onment and the impli- 
cations of this for the 
South African econ- 
omy, Standard says the 
major impact of an only 
moderate recovery in 
major export markets 
will be on the balance of 
payments, in particular 
on the current account. 

The bank says it is es- 
timat:d that the cur- 
rent iccount this year 
will azain show a huge 
defict (the deficit for 
198] is estimated at 
R4 ‘$00-million. 

“he extent of the 
shortfall will depend 
materially on the gold 
price. r 

On the basis of as- 
sumed gold price aver- 
ages of $350 and $400 
this year, and assuming 
the existing policy mix, 
the deficits are likely to 
reach, respectively 
R4 500-miilion and 
R3 700-million. 
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The most direct ef- 
fect of the account 
problem faced by South 
Africa is on monetary 
policy and here the 
authorities are con- 


tion make the continu- 
ation of a policy of high 
interest rates and tight 
credit imperative. How- 
ever, the need to fund 
the current account 
deficit and to avoid too 
rapid a depletion of the 
country’s gold and for- 
eign exchange reserves 
may at the same time 
necessitate large scale 
borrowing in the over- 
seas money and capital 
markets. 

This would tend to 
counteract tightening 
domestic monetary 
measures. There is also 
another effect: South 
Africa’s demands for 
medium-term loan (3-7 
years) have already in- 
creased to such an ex- 
tent that there has 
been a perceptible in- 
crease in the cost of 
such medium-term fa- 
cilities. 

The bulk of these 
funds have been raised 
by public sector borrow- 
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ers and public utilities 
but in recent weeks pri- 
vate sector borrowers 
have also entered the 
market for short-term 
loans. 

The interest rate 
policy now being imple- 
mented is closely af- 
fected by the Reserve 
Bank’s manipulation of 
the margins on forward 
purchases and sales of 
US dollars. 

From the third quar- 
ter last year the policy 
has been broadly neu- 
tral. This means that 
the cost (or benefit) of 
covering dollar commit- 
ments forward has ten- 
ded to equate the cost 
of trade credit in the 
local money market 
with that in offshore 
markets. 

At this stage, the 
country has ample 
short-term credit (up to 
12 months) available to 
it and large inflows of 
Capital could be intro- 
duced by pitching for- 
ward margins at levels 
which would result in 
dollar import finance 
being available at costs 
substantially lower 
than the prime over- 
draft rate (19 percent) 
or other instruments of 
finance. 

At present, the con- 
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trol of inflation still ap- 
pears to be a major poli- 
cy priority, and the 
authorities are aiming 
to achieve their objec- 
tives by curbing credit. 

A worsening of the 
current account deficit 
may, however, necessi- 
tate increased borrow- 


ing in overseas markets | 


and a reduction in the 
forward margins to 
lower the effective. cost 
of covered dollar cred- 
its to well below the rul- 
ing discount rate. 

This implies that 
monetary policy meas- 
ures will have to be 
complemented by a very 
tight fiscal policy to 
maintain an overall re- 
strictive stance. 

Since August last 
year, the Reserve 
Bank’s exchange rate 
policy has moved away 
from a pattern in which 
the dollar/rand ex- 
change rate reflected 
changes in key inter- 
national exchange 
rates and underlying 
trends in the South 
African balance of pay- 
ments. 

The policy now ap- 
pears to be one of al- 
lowing the spot rate to 
reflect some short-term 
market fluctuations, 
but nevertheless to sup- 
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port the rand above 
$1,00-R1 in spite of a de- 
terioration in the bal- 
ance of payments posit- 
ion. 

This change is under- 
standable to the extent 
that a sharp deprecia- 
tion (devaluation) of 
the rand from current 
levels .would in the 
short-term increase the 
pressure on domestic 
prices. 

Instead, the policy 
thrust is to curb the 
current account deficit 
by restricting overall 
demand through tight 
rooney policies and, 
probably, by means of 
an austerity Budget. 

If a broadly based re- 
covery materialises 
overseas and export de- 
mand revives, the prac- 
tice of supporting the 
rand will continue to be 
viable, but a further fall 
in the gold price or con- 
tinued depressed over- 
seas markets would 
clearly necessitate a re- 
view of the present ex- 
change rate policy as 
well. 


Similarly, the shape 
of developments abroad 
will determine the du- 
ration for which re- 
Strictive monetary and 
fiscal policies will have 
to be applied. 

















POLICE STATION ATTACKERS APPEAL TREASON SENTENCES 
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[Text] 


BLOEMFONTEIN. 
— The appeal 
against the death 
sentence of three 
men convicted of 
high treason was 
heard by the appeal 
court yesterday. 

The convictions of 
Neimbithi Johnson Lu- 
bisi, Petrus Tsepo Ma- 
shigo and Naphtali 
Manana arose from 
deeds that culminated 
in an attack on the 
Soekmekaar Police Sta- 
tion on January 4,.1980. 

The three men were 
convicted by Mr Justice, 
J P O de Villiers in the 
Transvaal Supreme 
Court on November 17, 
1980. Sentence was held 
over, to be imposed if 
necessary, on a charge 
of robbery and two 
counts of attempted 
murder. 

The appeal was 
heard by the Chief Jus- 
tice, Mr Justice Rumpff, 
with Mr Justice Jansen, 

Mr Justice Rabie, Mr 
Justice Viljoen and Mr 
Justice van Heerden 
(acting Judge of Ap 
peal). 

Argument was 
placed before the court 
by Mr J Browde, SC, 
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with Mr M Basslian for 
Lubisi and Mashigo, 
and by Mr I Mohomed, 
SC, with Mr Basslian 
for Manana. The 
State’s argument was 
submitted by Mr J CH 
Jansen, SC, with Mr AF 
du Toit. 

It was submitted 
that the death sentence 
should not have been 
imposed. Reliance for 
this submission was 


placed on the imaturity 
of the appellants and 


the absence of “inhe- 
rent evil” in them. 

There was their vul- 
nerability to instigation 
and propaganda at the 
time they were recruit- 
ed by the African nat- 
ional Congress and 
thereafter, the system- 
atic process of condit- 
ioning and brainwash- 
ing they underwent for 
a substantial period of 
time while under the ef- 
fective control of the 
ANC, the acts perpe- 
trated were only at an 
embryonic stage in the 
ultimate mischief that 
constituted the crime of 
high treason. 

The death sentence 
for high treason was 
appropriate only in ex- 
treme cases which, it 
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‘committed by 


was contended, was not 
in the case of Lubisi, 
Mashigo and Manana. 


On evidence, it was 
clear that they re- 
frained from deliber- 
ately killing the wit- 
nesses Mashapa and 
Mothiba, who were at 
the police station. 


In the circumstances, 
they could easily have 
done so. It was sub- 
mitted that the trial 
court erred in holding 
that a handgrenade 
was deliberately tossed 
at Mashapa and that 
two shots were fired 
into the charge office. 

No apparent reason 
appeared for the dis- 
parity in the sentence 


imposed on their co-ac- 
cused 


The overt acts they 


committed were said to 
be no closer to-the ulti- 
imate goal than those 
Moses 
Molebatsi and Benja- 


min Tau, who were also 
convicted of high trea- 
son, which included 
planning of a rocket at- 
tack on the petrol stor- 
age tanks at Waltloo, 
Pretoria, Molebatsi and 
Tau were sentenced to 
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20 years imprisonment. 

For the State, it was 
submitted that the tri7] 
judge had not misdi- 
rected himself in the 
exercise of his discre- 
tion to impose the 
death sentence. 

The sentence was not 
disturbingly inappro- 
priate in the light of the 
acts of treason com- 
mitted by the three 
men. 


All three admitted 
that they had robbed a 
Mr Montle of his ve- 
hicle, and then attacked 
the Soekmekaar Police 
Station. It was common 
cause that they were in 
possession of a large 
quantity of arms and 
ammunition that were 
concealed after the at- 
tack. It was also com- 
mon cause that they 
were all members of the 
ANC. 


In a case such as this 
one, where community 
interests were assailed, 
the court was entitled 
to set the accuseds’ per- 
sonal circumstances 
subordinate to the in- 
terests of the communi- 
ty, and to attach great- 
er weight to the 
deterrent factor. —

De Beers’ taxed profit 
in the first six months 
of the year showed a 
drop of 39 percent, but 
the company decided to 
keep the interim divi- 
dend unchanged at 25c 
a share.

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‘No Ground Yet for Pessimism' 


‘HERE, were no grounds for pessimism as to the 
medium- and long-term growth prospects for the 
South African economy, the Governor of the Re- 
serve Bank, Dr Gerhard de Kock, said last night. 

Addressing a banquet in Johannesburg to mark 
the inauguration of Barclays Centre for Manage- 
ment Studies, he said that on the contrary, the 
very purpose of present stabilising policies was to 
set the stage for the next economic upswing. 

The authorities now had a cohesive package of 
economic stabilisation policies in place which 
clearly demonstrated their resolve to do whatever 
was necessary to ensure that the economy made 
the adjustments required by the adverse external 
developments of recent months, and made them in 
good time. 

“We are détermined to carry the policy of ‘con- 
solidation and adjustment’ to its logical conclu- 
sion. This means exercising tight control over Gov- 
ernment spending, banking liquidity and the 
money supply.. 

“It also means permitting financial markets to 
tighten further if necessary and accepting realistic 
interest rates. The lower average gold price and 


the other adverse external-tevelopments (I have: 


outlined) are facts of life which cannot be ignored 
or neutralised by money creation or fiscal manipu- 


lation. 

_ “We can argue about the appropriate methods of 
adjustment, weighing up their different costs and 
benefits. But the inevitability of adjustment must 
be accepted.” 

Dr De Kock said that given the inevitability of 
adjustment in present circumstances, the point 
needed to be made that in considering the appro- 
priate “mix” of fiscal and monetary policies in 
South Africa today, there existed a certain “trade- 
off” between high interest rates, high tax rates (or 
lower Government spending) and exchange rate 
depreciation. 

As the experience of the past months had shown 





effective adjustment policies usually 
some combination of all three of these 
“remedies”. 

“But different ‘mixes’ are possible. Thus, for ex- 
ample, the more use is made tog =o ye taxes or cuts 
in Government spending, the less need there will 
be fore interest rates to remain high or to rise fur- 
ther. 

“The optimal combination of tax rates, interest 
rates and spot and forward exchange rates in 
South Africa, and how to achieve this ideal ‘mix’, 
are matters receiving more attention from the 
monetary authorities in South Africa today thar 
ever before.”

"STRONG CONTINGENT’ OF NORTH KOREAN SOLDIERS UNEXPLAINED 
Kampala 'MUNNANSI' NEWS BULLETIN in English 6 Feb 82 pp 7-10 
[Article: "'Dr. Obote's Remarkable Success'"] 


[Text] A strong contingent of North Korean soldiers has, since President 
Obote's visit to that country, taken up jobs in Uganda. 


Information to that effect was contained in a "Radio Uganda News Commentary 
broadcast" of the 27th January 1982 at 1.00 p.m. and at 5.00 p.m. respec- 
tively. 


The commentary hinted at a number of issues and revealed, in a bid to expose 
President Obote's successes in the year 1981, a few rather sensitive points. 
It started: 


"To hear the President of Uganda, Dr. Milton Obote, extol the virtues of 
multi-party parliamentary democracy, a market for economy, and the merits of 
foreign investment, is to witness one of Africa's neatest political somer- 
sault. 


"When toppled from power by former President Idi Amin in 1971, Dr. Obote had 
led a de facto one-party state. In which there had been no elections since 
independence in 1962, and which had an increasingly centralised--and strug- 
gling--socialist economy." 


The commentary which was said to have been extracted from a newspaper called 
KHALEEJ TIMES of Dubai, United Arab Emirates of 14th January 1982, referred 
to Dr. Obote as "Africa's born-again pragmatist™ with such diplomatic skills 
that, in a short time, will have enabled him to "muster a wide-ranging com- 
bination of allies"! As an example of such skills, the commentary referred 
to the United States' "increase in its small military aid programme" this 
year 1982 (of which nature, the commentary did not reveal) while at the same 
time there is a 40 more strong contingent of North Korean instructors living 
in the country. 


Trying to show how the international community is increasing its confidence 


in Uganda's financial management, the broadcast revealed that the Uganda 
governaent was still committed to bearing the burden of "reparations to 
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Tanzania whose forces overthrew Amin, and some 1500 soldiers and policemen who 
remained in the country." The reparations will amount to 125 million (US 
dollars) over th> next 30 months, and further 29 million (US dollars) to 
Zambia. It is ncow known why Uganda is paying such a phenomenal amount to 
Zambia. 


About the prospects for foreign investors, the news broadcast had this to say: 
"Although the British Company, Mitchell Cotts, once again is operating its 
tea estates (nationalized in the mid 1970s), the most encouraging source of 
private investment is probably India", recently visited by President Obote. 
The despatch thus foretold: "A Bill paving the way to the restoration of 
Asians' assets confiscated under Amin, comes before Parliament next session!" 
It also spoke of several Indian businessmen who have visited Uganda in the 
wake of Dr. Obote's visit. 


Again on economic front, the broadcast which, for reasons unknown, was as 
mysteriously withdrawn from the air as it had been brought on, stated how 
"the economic management in Uganda was being strengthened by the presence of 
International Monetary Fund (IMF) assistants at the Central Bank and the 
appointment earlier last year of Morgan Grenfell as financial consultant." 
Also revealed that a World Bank-chaired Consultative group is expected to 
meet in April 1982 to review the government's two-year investment plan. 


In total, the external debt at the end of June last year had been put at 

737 million (US dollars) excluding unverified short-term debts of 200 million 
(US dollars). Of the $737 million, 56 percent was due for repayment before 
1984. But the creditors’ meeting in Paris last November is supposed to have 
rescheduled the payments' dates. 


All in all, the news commentary gave a very optimistic view of the economy in 
Uganda to the extent that if the ordinary Ugandan was to be contented with 
only what is certain, he would start to think of an utopian domain here. 

The budget measures, according to the writers of the commentary, were 
efficaciously working! 


However, a not too much optimistic report was given in respect of security. 
The news commentary said, “random killings in and around Kampala continue. 
Accurate figures are difficult to come by, but Western diplomats believe 
that some 300 people were killed in the last three months in a triangle of 
territory around Kampala" alone!! "Some of the deaths,"' the commentary con- 
tinued, "may be the work of bandits, but there seems little doubt the others 
are the work of the ill-disciplined army and militia." 


Also, the news despatch continued, “over the past year several thousand 
people have been detained without trial"--a reference to the flagrant viola- 
tion of human rights in the country which democracy has to nurse in its 
infancy. 


A follow-up to the presence of North Korean soldiers in Uganda showed that the 


first group of the said strong contingent came on the very day President 
Obote returned to Uganda from his recent visit to India and North Korea, but 
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they came in a separate air-craft. Newsmen at Entebbe airport on the day 
President Obote arrived, noticed some confusion regarding the place where 

the President was going to convene a press conference, as the V.I.P. lounge 
was occupied by a large number of North Koreans. At first the newsmen were 
chased away from the lounge by one of the Ministers; but later on it was 
decided that the North Koreans be seated with the pressmen and the conference 
was held in the lounge. 


These Koreans were first housed at the Uganda Club and later were transferred 
elsewhere. According to unofficial reports, these North Korean "instructors" 
have taken up strategic positions and their number has increased since. 


The government has been shy about its relations with North Korea and the 
presence of that country's nationals here. It will be recalled that in a 
press conference before Obote went to North Korea, President Obote got out 
of mood when one of the international journalists asked him if Uganda was 
getting any military assistance from North Korea. In fact, subsequently a 
team of foreign pressmen were given deportation orders to quit the country. 


President Obote visited North Korea, of all countries, to pay tribute to them 
for "the role they played" during the "liberation war." That "role," iiow- 


ever, has not been explained to Ugandans vis-a-vis the role played by otiier 
countries to "liberate" Uganda. 


The public had been promised a full report on President Obote's trip to India 
and North Korea, but up to now the report has not come out!!

CRACKDOWN ON NON-UPC LEAVES UNIVERSITY WITHOUT FACULTY

[Article: "Crack Down on Non-UPC Leave Makerere University Without Lec- 
turers" ] 


[Text] Makerere University is experiencing serious shortage of lecturers in 
all faculties and, as a result, for several days students have been seen 
loitering on the campus without any lecture. 


This follows a crack down on non-UPC lecturers at the university since aftei 
the last general elections. Consequently, many professors and lecturers have 
fled to other countries in the course of the year and continue to do so to 
date. 


As the academic situation at the university grew from bad to worse, Dr. 
Luwuliza-Kirunda in his capacity as UPC Secretary-General (only heaven knows 
under whose authority) surprisingly turned to Democratic Party members of 
Parliament requesting them to take up part-time jobs as lecturers at Makerere. 


In separate letters to so far six DP members of Parliament Luwuliza-Kirunda 
acknowledged the shortage of lecturers at Makerere University and coaxed the 
DP MPs to accept and offer some of their time to help bridge the gap until 
such time as the University will get enough teaching manpower of its own. 


However, what disturbed those who knew of that development particularly the 
leaders of the Democratic Party in general is the fact that the invitation 
letters were written on UPC Party official letter-heads of the UPC Secretariat 
and were signed by Dr. Luwuliza-Kirunda as the UPC Secretary-General. 


The MPs written to were: Hon. Sam Kuteesa and Hon. J.B. Kawanga (for Law); 
Hon. Prof. P. Mulema, Hon. A. Kafumbe-Mukasa; Hon. G.M. Ssendawula (for 
Commerce and Economics); Hon. Prof. P. Sebuufu (for Medicine) and Hon. C. 
Kiwanuka-Musisi (for Education). 


The UPC Secretary General, Dr. Luwuliza-Kirunda, asked these DP MPs to reply 
to the Ministry (which ministry, he did not specify) within two weeks indi- 
cating the number of hours they would put in every week or every month and 
their convenient days and time on those days. Kirunda further stated in the 
letters that these MPs would be paid at a rate of Shs 300/- per hour. 
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According to unconfirmed sources from the DP Headquarters, the Hon. MPs 
approached were not happy with the way the request had been made--by the UPC 
Secretary General, of all people!! One of them, when approached by MUNNANSI, 
said that he would probably have taken the offer seriously had it come from 
such offices as that of the Vice-Chancellor of Makerere University or the 
Secretary of the Appointment Council or from the Minister responsible for 
Education. But to have come from a Secretary General of the UPC, the Hon. MP 
continued, is a sign of "lack of seriousness of purpose, to say the most 
least."

REASONS FOR 'CROSSOVERS' TO UPC DISCUSSED

an article in THE EQUATOR of 12 January 1982] 


[Text] We take the opportunity in response to an interesting story in the 
weekly: THE EQUATOR of 12th January, 1982, styled: "Inside Story Unveiled 
Why MPs Crossed From DP." The article also posed a question whether Waibale's 
case was the last straw. 


According to the majority of the people in Busoga who voted these men on the 
DP manifesto and who are still unflinchingly staunch supporters of the DP, 
the story and the self-centred reasons advanced, could ironically be the last 
straw in the future political career of the gentlemen whom the Basoga have 
been tempted to liken to seven blind mice! 


First of all, if THE EQUATOR Investigation Bureau interviewed the Busoga MPs 
in the search for the reasons produced in the article, one is shocked by the 
reasons why the MPs did join the DP in the first place, and indeed why now 
they have joined UPC! 


Rather than recount here the reasons which they advanced in THE EQUATOR, we 
would prefer to go straight into examining analytically the allegations one 
by one. 


Thus they claimed, they joined the party in block. But joining a party in 
block suggests that the entire population of Busoga by some magic decided to 
join the DP. On the other hand it may simply mean that a clique of people 
after seeing the trend of affairs in the country decided to go with the wave. 
And the latter appears to have been the case. Any case, a collective deci- 
sion of the kind may very often reflect lack of personal principles. But our 


7 friends in Busoga confessed how conveniently they can abandon their indi- 
vidual principles. 


Moreover, supposing leaders in Ankole, West Nile, Kigezi etc. were to join in 
block and each group would demand a certain portfolio e.g. Ministry of 
Finance, what would happen? It should be made clear that the DP leadership 
never at no occasion whatsoever, ever entered into a deal with any individual, 
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block of individual or leaders or with a certain tribe for any particular 
favours over other people, groups or tribes. If some Busoga prospective 
candidates ever entertained the hope for some ministries, that can either be 
viewed as the normal innocent expectations, or more negatively it smacks of 
opportunism on the part of some of them. This opportunism appears to have 
been a drive into crossing. Perhaos Dr. Obote entered into some deal with 
the group or with certain members in the group. Since Dr. Obote occupies the 
portfolio of finance one would hope that this is the time for him to relin- 
quish it to, maybe Magezi, Waibale, or Nabeeta, in order to appease the 
"block." 


About arrests, there has been mass arrests and untold suffering of DP follow- 
ers not only in Busoga but in almost all other parts of Uganda to the extent 
that one, sometimes, even found it extremely hard to keep abreast with the 
trend. Many of those who have suffered appreciate the difficulties the party 
faces in the circumstances and appreciate the limited efforts the party has 
exerted for their freedom morally and wherever it has been possible, mate- 
rially. 


It would be absolutely naive and unreasonable for one to think that the DP 
Headquarters can, given the conditions in the country, start something like a 
widows' or detainees’ funds which would satisfactorily cope up with the 
adverse political problems as this country has witnessed since independence. 


About religion biasness in DP who would believe them? DP is always accused of 
being catholic, but it never accuses UPC protestant, because the DP member- 
ship feels religion in Uganda is no longer an issue. One day when a religious 
break-down of UPC MPs, Ministers, and UPC's appointments in government, para- 
statal bodies etc. will be given, facts will reveal that UPC is more biased 
religiouswise than any other party in the country. Sensible people have no 
quarrel with the 7 MPs from Busoga if they feel comfortable with the thought 
that they have gone to a party where they belong. To them domination by a 
religion they believe in, is much preferable to the quality of leadership the 
country yearns for delivery. Thank God, the majority of the masses in the 
country have transcended these "traditional" trivial matters. 


On our side it must, however, be made abundantly clear that it is our belief 
that the millions of protestants or catholics who have either joined DP or 
UPC did so out of their own personal conviction. In our view their judgement 
should be respected. Therefore the leadership of both UPC and DP and the 
country at large would be well-advised to watch out for such leaders of dark- 
ness as the few crossers who may wish to drag this country down a gaping 
abyss of the type that has been swallowing up Northern Ireland. This we must 
avoid at all costs! 


Thus the warning: for the sake of Uganda and religious freedom, let no one 
use religion for his personal interests. None of the MPs has his church 
mandate to act on its behalf. The UPC does not benefit either because it 
can be said that protestants are joining other protestants!! Neither will 
Uganda politics get any better. As politicians they should have dissented 
publicly on principle. It is obvious, that principles don't exist. It is 
eating, that matter.

There is also complaint about the selection of Directors of the Foundation 
for African Development. Why not challenge it. It seems that defectors are 
happy with the way the UPC chief selects the party executives by nomination— 
democracy through one man choice! At least for us in the DP people know 

that in the true sense of the word, we democratically elect our leaders from 
bottom to top. But to be over-worried about a foundation that has not yet 
even functioned! Instead of looking at how the UPC has run over the years 

is to expose the cover of personal weakness. Doesn't this come out clearly 
when a possibility of government of unity ‘suggestion’ by Obote is adduced 

by the MPs as yet another grievance? The Basoga who are staunch DP supporters 
will not be deceived by self-political weaklings. It will be recalled that 
at the time of their crossing these honourable men had either been arrested 
and detained or were living under fear of being . rrested and detained. It 

is strange for a UPC diehard to suggest that they had seen light. Seeing 
light is a free-willed realisation of one's inner evil or mistakes which 
could not be possible in the then existing tense conditions of these crossers. 


In many ways THE EQUATOR must be thanked for exposing the contradictions. 
For the MPs who crossed, it is clear that they joined the DP so that on win- 
ning they will eat. As THE EQUATOR recalls, one UPC hardliner commented 
that he was not surprised because those crossers were congressmen who had 
defected to DP and were now returning home. 


But, please, let them not confuse anyone. History has already judged them.

On the situation in southern Africa, Col Saye Zergo stated that if even the 
rearguard battles--like those being undertaken by southern Africa--perpetuate 
the humiliations and sufferings on part of us, they are condemned by the 
irreversible evolution of our time. Above everything else, we have to regret 
the movements which want hegemony over our continent. This retards and 
disturbs greatly the fundamental priority [words indistinct] our economic 
equipment and our social development. 


Colonel Saye Zergo reiterated Upper Volta'’s willingness to work in harmony 
with other African countries in the search for regional solutions to problems 
of horizontal solidarity. 


Addressing Mrs Andree Toure, wife of the Guinean president, he assured her 

of the entire admiration of her Upper Voltan sisters for the courage, dignity 
and selflessness she has always shown in her noble duties as the first lady 
of Guinea by the side of her illustrious husband. 
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In his speech which lasted about 30 minutes--an extract of which we are 
yoing to present to you--President Sekou Toure said he was highly impressed 
by the warm and fraternal welcome accorded him and his delegation. 


[Begin recording] On behalf of the Guinean delegation we sincerely thank 
you. We say "thank you" for the unforgettable welcome that you have 
accorded us. Thank you for the expression of fraternity and of solidarity 
as witnessed by the massive popular demonstration that greeted the arrival 
on Upper Voltan soil of the messenger of the People's Revolutionary Republic 
of Guinea. I also thank you for the total readiness you have shown as far 
as Guinea is concerned for a fertile and durable cooperation with our country 
as well as with the whole of Africa. Some 80 months ago, we were here with 
you in Ouagadougou. It was on 10 July 1975; and today, 11 March 1982, 
Almighty God, by his clear-sightedness, benevolence and solicitude, has sent 
us rain which is necessary for the economic progress of our countries. And 
as we are all wet, we will continue saying, "Thank you God" because, in 

this country situated in the equatorial region, almost 80 percent of the 


inhabitants are farmers and are very grateful for this divine gift of 
rain [words indistinct]. 


Dear brothers, we say that we are ready for a sincere, loyal and lasting 
cooperation-~-a cooperation that benefits our peoples--a cooperation of our 
work sites for the construction of our fatherland which was beautiful, 
bright with vitality and which must be compared with the other continents 
on the basis of equality. We are ready, in all spheres of African life, 

to join hands with you in order to ensure the acceleration of the evolution 
process. 


We have experienced the same past glory, because, long before this colonial 
conquest in Africa, our people had built vast empires, had a distinctive 

way of life and constructed with the help of the materials they had on 

their land all that was needed to satisfy their needs--both for security 

and for harmonious development. Our people were therefore able to construct 
an African civilization--a more human civilization, a man-to-man civilization 
which was the unique instrument for their development. Evidently, this 
vertical development broke down. It was interrupted. And, of course, 

Upper Volta, like Guinea; Guinea, like Senegal; Senegal, like Mali; [word 
indistinct] like Tanzania, like |name indistinct] knew power and foreign 
sovereignty; it was colonialism. But our great parents never accepted the 
loss of their responsibility, and that is why they transmitted to us their 
faith in the destiny of the continent. They asked us to continue to reclaim 
our independence and that is why today, with the exception of a few areas, 
the whole of Africa is henceforth free under the banner of liberty and 
national sovercignty. [end recording]

AUTHORITIES DENY MOVE TO CREATE SECOND PARTY 
AB140945 Paris AFP in French 1516 GMT 13 Mar 82 


[Text] Kinshasa, 13 Mar (AFP)--The Zairian authorities reaffirmed on 
several occasions over the weekend their commitment to maintaining the MPR 
as the sole ruling party and denied any move to create another party. 


On Friday, the Zairian commissioner (minister) for information, Kande 
Dzambulate, denied that the government had begun negotiations with the 

13 parliamentarians who were stripped of their civil and political rights 
in December 1980, with a view to setting up a second party. 


Following a meeting of the Executive Council (government), he admitted 
that the 13 former parliamentarians met on two occasions with the vice- 
first state commissioner (vice-prime minister) and state commissioner for 
territorial administration (minister for interior), Yunduawe te Pemako. 
He stated that during the meetings the 13 former parliamentarians were 
sermonized "for persisting in their mistake." 


Mr Kande also pointed out that on Thursday the government asked the ministries 
of territorial administration and justice as well as the security services 

to take immediately "necessary measures to preserve peace and security for 

the citizens and to safeguard the established constitutional order." 


On Thursday the executive committee of the party criticized the "subversive 
and anticonstitutional™" acts of certain “misled sons" and accused them of 
spreading whimsical rumors on the imminent setting up of an eventual second 
party. " 


Reaffirming the existence of the MPR as the sole national party, the 
executive committee asked for the dismissal of cadres "known for their 
lukewarmness and their equivocal attitude." 


Finally, during a meeting held on Friday evening the secretary general of 
the youth wing of the MPR (JMPR) called for vigilance in order to "detect 
and reduce to impotence al] the adventurers who want to disturb peace, 
national unity and political stability." 


Nzanda Buama also called for a purge within the ranks of the party in order to 
eliminate the "Lukewarm cadres who team up with internationally financed 
enemies of the revolution."

KINSHASA TAKES AIM AT OIL BLACK MARKET 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 21-22 Feb 82 pp 1, 10 


[Editorial : "City Hall and the Petroleum Products Traffickers"] 


[Text] The battle joined by the present Kinshasa city govemor to deal 

with the evils besetting Zaire's capital is moving right along. 
As we all know, those evils are banditry, speculation, vandalism, 
and other outrageous kinds of behavior... 


As part of the fight the top political authority in the Kinshasa 
metropolitan area has joined, he launched a dragnet operation last 
Friday, aimed at dishonest dealers who hoard petroleum products 

in order to seel them on the black market. 


To make sure the operation would work, City Hall has set up a per- 
manent team composed of two inspectors and three detective inspec- 
tors. The team will cruise the streets of Kinshasa to pinpoint 
the spots where the dishonest dealers sell their wares, mainly 
gasoline, fuel oil, and lubricating oil. An exception is made for 
kerosene, however, which is a household staple and is widely sold 
at retail in places other than service stations. 


The same team will also buckle down to the job of checking all 
shipping documents for petroleum products delivered in bulk to 
businesses in the regions and forwarded to the interior. 


In taking this decision, the Kinshasa City Governor has made a 
move deserving of encouragement; nobody is unaware of the pain- 
ful effects of this illicit trade. Despite the exorbitant prices 
charged by these "pirate markets," their so-called dealers some- 
times yield to their natural greed to the point of selling crude 
oil or water mixed with a little gasoline in place of fuel. As 

a result, many Kinshasans are still in mourning as a result of 
fatal accidents caused by storing gasoline in unsafe places. 


In connection with the dragnet, citizens will recall that a similar 
operation was mounted last year, and that led to the arrest and 
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trial ot several individuals. Yet here we are just a year later, 
and we see the illicit dealers in petroleum products back in full 
torce! Have they got accomplices in high places? Not that we know 
ot. Yet it is a fact that, despite this step taken by the governor 
and publicized all along his tour of all the areas in the capital, 
the black-market dealers showed very little concern. They go right 
on plying their trade in full view of the police officers and others 
responsible for local order, although these local authorities are 
the very ones who must implement City Halls! decision. We think 
that a 5-man team, which is what City Hall has fielded, is no kind 
of force to cope with an evil which has already taken on alarming 
dimensions. 


Furthermore, it must be said that if it wants to stamp out this evil, 
the city must try to stop the spigot where these swindling dealers 
get their supplies. That, in the end, is where it will have to seek 
our the people ultimately responsible for this state of affairs. 


lo do that, it would be desirable to beet up the dragnet team and 

let it get to the bottom of things, and to get the precinct autho- 
rities involved in the operation. Without that, the measure will 

fail, as did last year's version of the same effort.

SALISBURY. — Democratic Party president, Mr 
Andre Holland, welcomed the resignations of eight 
MPs from the RF and said he would try to “establish 
common ground” with them in a bid for more unity. 

But he criticised their resolution to remain in par- 
liament. 

“I feel uneasy at their decision just to cross the 
floor and not go back to their constituents for a vote 
of confidence, or otherwise, in the form of a by-elec- 
tion” he said. 


The RF, formerly the 
Rhodesian Front and 
now the Republican 
Front, has suffered the 
biggest split since it 
was formed in 1963 to 
defend White minority 
interests against a ris- 
ing tide of Black nat- 
ionalism. 

Eight of its 19 MP’s 
quit during the week to 
become independents, 
saying the party had 
failed to adapt itself to 
change since White- 
dominated Rhodesia be- 
came Black-ruled Zim- 
babwe 23 months ago. 

Former party whip 
Dennis Divaris, 67, the 
latest to resign, told re- 
‘porters on Sunday: “I 
will not taunt or ridi- 
cule or denigrate the 
Black man as has deen 
done in Parliament by 
certain members.” 

Until recently the RF 
held all 20 seats in the 
100-seat parliament 
guaranteed to Whites 
until? 1990 under the 
peace agreement which 
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ended sevén years of 
war between White and 
Black forces in 1979. 
RF legislator Wally 
Stuttaford, 61, was ar- 
rested last December 
on charges of plotting a 
coup against Mr Mu- 
gabe’s government. He 
has been held without 
trial ever since under 
emergency regulations 
once used by the RF to 
crush political dissent. 
Another RF MP, for- 


mer minister Denis 
Walker, is abroad, 
wanted on similar 


charges. Yet another 
MP, ex-minister Rowan 
Cronje, has emigrated. 

The last major RF 
split occurred in 1977 
when 12 right-wingers 
broke away because 
they believed the party 
uad gone soft in the 
wer against the guerilla 
forves. But then the re- 
bels cepresented only a 
fourth of the party’s 
strength. 

Many political ana- 
lysts wonder, if the RF

can again recover. 

Some Whites believe 
the RF’s only power lies 
in its ability under the 
Constitution to ob- 
struct the government. 
The rebels believe that 
is too negative a role 
which strains the gov- 
ernment’s policy of 
post-war reconciliation 
between the races. 

Mr Mugabe charges 
that the RF is rooted in 
a past of a racially-divi- 
ded Rhodesia, a world 
of masters and ser- 
vants. He has accused 
the party and its fol- 
lowers of being unable 
to adapt to his socialist- 
based multi-racial so- 
ciety. 

He recently hinted to 
a gathering of White 
businessmen that, if 
the white MP’s could 
shake off the RF, cabi- 
net positions would be- 
come _ available for 
Whites.  - Agriculture 
Minister Denis Nor- 
man, who does not be- 
long to a party, is now 
the only White in the 
18-member cabinet. 

The pro-government 
Sunday Mail newspaper 
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yesterday urged White 
Zimbabweans to aban- 
don the RF as a political 
and moral liability. 

In the past the White 
community unfailingly 
rallied around Mr 
Smith when he ap- 
pealed for unity in the 
face of adversity. 

RF chairman Geoff 
Kluckow believes it will 
do so again. He said the 
party switchboard had 
been jammed with calls 
of protest against the 
behaviour of the rebels. 

“I believe this will 
give us a boost,” he 
said. “Their action will 
awaken the electorate 
out of its complacency.” 

The fate of the RF 
will, to some extent, 
govern the fate of Zim- 
babwe’s 180 000 Whites, 
surrounded by almost 
seven million Blacks. 

Mr Mugabe and his 
ministers have often 
said they will ultimately 
judge the White’s re- 
sponse to their official 
policy of reconciliation 
action is now required,” 
he said.

STRIKING BUS DRIVERS--Nearly 1,000 bus workers in Zimbabwe have been arrested 
throughout the country as the government acts against the illegal strike of 
bus drivers. All bus company employees in the four main cities-—-some 

1,300 of them--were dismissed with immediate effect yesterday according to 

a statement by the Salisbury United and Zimbabwe Omnibus Companies. A police 
spokesman said the arrests had been made in terms of the emergency power 
regulations. A spokesman for the bus company said that almost all of the 
striking drivers had been arrested but that the company would consider 
applications for reemployment from drivers who had been dismissed. The 
Zimbabwe minister of labor and social services, Mr Kumbirai Kangai, said 

that the striking drivers had acted against the interests of the nation 

and that the government had no alternative but to arrest them. Mr Kangai 

met with workers’ committees representing drivers in Bulawayo and Salisbury 
and agreed to a salary increase 1 month ago but not by the 16 percent which 
they are now demanding.
